bat this hee refuſed, Now Enments whom Perdics 
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peta pay 1 we gry gr gnntng Craterw, ob- 
teined in the lower Aa wo great victories, the 
manner was thus. 

Neoptolemus bad received command from Perdic- 
£45 to allit Exnmencs againſt Antipater and Creterme, 
which though bee fair aw hee did not intend 
to obcie, but raiſed an armic and advanced againſt 
Evuments in boſtil manner ; but after a ſharp encoun- 
ter hte was forced to run away with his horf, leaving 
his Macedonian foot to the mercie of Exmenes ; but 
Neoptolemus with his broken crew came to Antipatey, 
defiring aid againſt Famenes, which hee obceined: 
vary — 6 0s —_. and E amenes 
having diſcovered N mew, wi r courage 
they x met bodie to bodie, but bork falling from 
their borſes, tumbled on the ground : Neeptolemus 
roſe up firſt, but Zune; had bis fword firſt drawn 
wherewith hee houghed the other, who was 
to fight upon his knee, but hee quickly received his 
Ceath's wound from Eumenes ; who returned to ſuce 
cor his k fe wing, which Crater#s Routly mainteined 
agaiaſt Artabexus a Perfian, and Phewx a Tenidi- 
an ; bur hee unbappily falling from his horſ, upon a 
wound received, was trampled under foor by thoſe 
that kaew him nor, Eumenes coming to the place 
wheze hee laie, made great lamentatien, for hee ever 
loved him : the vanquiſhed armie deGred peace, and 
ftole awaydy night toward Autipeter, The d:ath 
of Craterus,\0 well beloved, and the want of paie to 
the ſouldiers caufled diſcon ent , but Exments ap 
peaſed the ſouldiers by giving the ſpoil of hisene- 
m.es rowns to them : and th:y that were eraitors to 
P:rdiccas hated him, and proclaimed bia craitor.bur 
to no purpoſe. 

Now Python avd Aridexs were choſen protetors 
of Kipg Aridexs , but Exydice, this ticular King's 
w.fe, and daughter of Cyne_ Alexander's fifter by Phi 
bp, 
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lip, who, married with Amyntas the heir 
onely ſon of Perducces, Philzp's elder re wi ? 
rake upon her co rule the Kingdom in her hust 

name ; whereupon Pjthes refign's bis office, and the 
ſouldiers chuſe, contraric tro Python's and Exridia's 
exſpetation, Antipater in the room of Pychew : ar; 
which Earydice did torm, but was forced by Amtipe. 
ter, who had the command of a great armie, ro ho 
her ſcIf content 3 wherefore hee rook the Kings 
Queen, and Princes with him to Macedonia, leav-' 
ing Antigones general of the roial armie, ro whom 
hee give the rule of Suffana, and of Afia duting 


the war, for his ſervices don, and to bee don #-* 


againſt Eumenes. 

Antigazus now reſolv's to ſuppreſs Eumenes, whoſe 
Captains hee endeayoured to corrupt z 2 the 
reſt one Apollenides general of Exmenes's borſ, un- 
dertook to betraie his armie ro Aztigonus : upon this 
confidence Antigens! preſented baitail ro Eames, 
in the heat whereof, Apollenides as hee was flying over 
- to the contrarie fide, was over-taken by Fumencs, 
avd cutoff. Yet Eaumener loſt the daie , but with 
great courage, after bee was chaſed by Autigeaus, bee 
retorned to the place where the banail was 
and burned the bodies of his men, raifing heaps of 
earth over their bones , and ſo wene away: in his 
flight, hee might have cur off Menander and his Ma- 
cedonians, lying carel« fly loaden with ſpoil in an 
open plain, bur did nor , becauf in his flight hee 
would not bee hindered, therefore bee retcined with 


him onely goo horſ, and 200 foot. So baving weas © 


ried Awigmus in foll wing him, bee came ro Nor,

In the mean time Prolomie win's all Syria and 
Phenicia, aftid took Laemedoy priſoner, who was 
there nnder Antipatey and formerly under Prrdicaas. 
Antipater beting old and ficklie, and having chen 
with him P&ſperchen one of Alexander's old cap- 
rains, who had lately = Tn the mutinous Acro- 
lians, bee orr bis death-bed bequeathed ro bim the 
government of Macedon and Greece, with the pro- 
teRor-ſhip of his ſon Coſſander, and ſo died, becing 
$0 years old. Ceſſander becing diſcont nc with his fa- 
ther's legacie, went into the countrie under pretenf 
of hanting, where hee a«lviſed with his friends above 
raifing an armie, and then conveighed himſelf over 
the Helleſpont co Autigans ; who, upon the news 
of Antipater's death, leid hold upon all bee could 
get : bim Caſſander ſolcite's ro finde Polyſperchan 
work, to which Antigens doth incline , becing wit- 
ling to make commorions in Greece, Hee (olici- 
ted alſo Ptolomie ; and of theſe doings Polyſperchan 
was not ignorant, Therefore calling a councel , it 
was concluded © rhat Democracie ould bee efia- 
bliſhed in all the cities of Greece , the garifons 
withdrawn , and all Autipater's Magiſtrates ſhould 
bee Nain,or baniſhed. This decree pleafed the Athe- 
rians, who would bave it forthwith put in «xecuri- 
on ; but Nicaver,caprain of the gariſon, which kept 
one of t&cir havens called Munychia, took time to

Demetrics having 2c+ 
pena | his facher wich his misfortune , renewed 
his forces : - Pto/omie hearing of this, delivered pat 
of his Armie to Cilles his Lieutenant, who being 
careleſs, was on a ſudden ſurpriſed by Demwtriae in 
his camp, who became maſter of ir, taking Cilles a+ 
live wi:h bis ſouldiers and carrioges : by this exploit 
Demetrins recovered hs loſsand credir, and was cn- 
abled ro recompenſ Ptolamie's bountie, in reſtoring 
zo him Cillzr, with his friends and rich preſents :

tigenns withour refiſtance recovered Syria : then hee

Ptolomic perceiving, that Antigens did not really 
intend the like tic of Greece, becauſhee pur Garri« 
ſons in ſom towns ; therefore ro gain the Greeks, hc e 
made this the ground of his war upon Avigenss;hee 
ſent an armie into Cilicia, rook fuur ruwns, and loſt 
them again ; hee put to death the Nephew of Autige- 
wus for his falſhood ; by his fleer bee wan divers pla» 
ces upon the coaſt of Alia 5; hee then went ;nco 
Greece jt (clf, and ſer ſomn places art libertie. Crate- 
fipola, Alexander's widow, Polyſpercbou's ſon delivered 
to him Sicyoa and Corinth ; but the Greeks now 
Jong accuſtomed to ſervitude, (are fill, and did nor 
alliſt Prolomir, as bee exſpeRted. The Spartans now 
began to fortific their town wich walls, not with 
yictue,as before : the Arhenians creed ro Demetri- 
ws Pbalereus the Governour,as manic ſtares asthere 
were daics in the year,to ſhtw what bumble ſervanis 
th y were now becom ; Ptolomie perceiving this , re» 
newed bis friendſhip with Caſſander, re:eining Sicy- 
on »nd Corinth in his own poſſeflion, bur ola Paty= 
ſperchon ſeeing Roxane and ber childe were both dead, 
preſented an other fon of great Alzxandry , called 
Hercules meaning tw place him in his father's chrane, 
this childe was begoc on Bo fe , the daughter of 4v- 
toabagus a Perfran ; Cofſander raiſed an armie to with» 
fiand his entric into Micc don, but not confiding in 
them, hee got Polyſperchan ro murther his pupil, up-n 
affurance that hee ſhould bee Lord of Peloponneſur, 
and Commander of an armie. _ ; 

Antigenss ro ſtrengthen his thle rhe nore ro th 
Empire, at which bce affpired, reſolved to marric 
with Clroparre, great Az ander's (iter, and the wi- 
gow of 4lrxander King of Epirus , thee had _ 
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eholſ of all the great Commanders, Autigenas, Pig- 
lomut , cafinadis cad Caſſander ; ſhes was now in 
the power of Awigonus, for ſhee laie for the molt 
part at Sardis, ot length hee having given bla the , 
denial ro marrie him, bur yer willing to make © 
journic :o ſee him, was ſaied by the Deputie of At» 
tigenss in that citie,who was commanded by him to 
murth-r her ſecrerly, which was don by ſom woman, 
who for this fat was execured, to put off all tulpt + 
cicn of the murther from himſelt : ſo now 
was freed from fear that anic other by her means , 
ſhould pretend a title to the Kingdom And rhus s 
the whole race of Philip and great Al-xender exftin+ 
guiſhed . Bur yet co make bis cicle the more ſecure, 
ana his government more plauſible, bee r« ſoly's ro 
ſer the Greeks as libercie ; therefore hee ſend's De- 
metrius his ſon with a ſtrong arm e, ani a Navieof 
250 fail, with yooo talents of filyer to Greece,wil- 
ling bim to begin at Athens, and thence to proceed, 
in lerting all the countrie frees 

Demetrius came to Athens unexſpeRed, 3nd was 
received by the citizens wirh great jole z Demetirind 
Phalerexs, withdrew himſclfro Thebes, the Garri- 
fon in Munychia held out a while, but was forced as 
laſt to yiet#\ Demetrims exp:lled Caſſimder's Garti- 
ſon, out of Megara, and made a long journie with 
a ſmall gu" rd,to mert with Cratefipolis, bereing in 
his tent hee was ſudden'y furpriled but got away, 
diſguiſed in an old cloke, and came to Munychia x. 
w hich bee demoliſhed, and put into the Ath-nians- 
hands, with their libertic, and promiſes ro unintein 
it ; then did they decree to Antigens and Demetrins 
the name of Kings they conſecrated the place where 
Demetrixs lighted from his charrioe, when hce ente- 
red the town, and tuile there an altar, calling ir, of

ing to Cyprus withan arm'e was oppoſed by Afrne- 
laws , who was beaten and driven within th: walls of 
Salamis z which Demetrius beſieged, who und: rflan- 
ding that Ptolomie was coming with a Fleet of 149 
Gallies, befides 2 00 Ships of burden,hee beſtowed 
10 of his Gallies (hrving inall i 18 weli farniſke |) 
in the mouth of the haven, to keep Menelaus from 
ifſuing forth with his 60 Gallies which lale then in 
the haven, 3nd ſet bis horſmen on the ſhore, and ſv 
with the reſt of his fleet hee put's to ſea againſt Pto- 
» lomi; the fight began carlic in the morning , and 
continued long with doubtful ſecceſs , bur io the 
. end Demis bad the viRtorie, having better ſea- 
mtn,to wit, Greeks and Phenicians,and berrer ſhips: 
then Ptolomir, who fled away but with 8 Gallies, all* 
the reſt becing raken or ſunk ; and ſo Menrlaw yicl+ 
ded up all Cyprus, with his arm'e of x :000 foor,and 
1200 horſ, and his Gallies in the haven Arifodemus 
was ſent by Demetrias to his facher with this good 
news, who was met by divers from Antzgeanus to

This example was followed by Pialenic in Egypt

Whereſoever the Prince doth hold all his Sub- 
je&s under the condition of Nlaves, there is the con» 
queſt cafie and ſoon afſured ? Where anticnt Nobi» 
litie is wan ee 9 re od. hard to win all, - 
and ha:der ro keep that which is won. As «£/opfs 
Aſs did not care to tun from the enemies, becauſk 
was not poſſible , that they ſhould load him with 
beavicr burthens , then his maſter caufſed bim daily 
to bear : So the N.tions that indure the worſt under 
their own Princes, ure not greatly fearful of a for- 
reign yoke ; nor will bee baſtie to ſhake ir off, if by 
expcrience they finde it crore light , then was that 
whereunto they have been long accuſtomed. 

There was in Demeirias a firange medlie of cone 
dirions, eſpecially an extreme lureneſs in wary 
ton pleaſures, and a painful induſtric in mater of 
war, Hee was ofa moſt ambble counenance , n.

Prolemie and Caſſand 7 not beeing at the over- 
throw given, gave occaſion to Seleacns , that was 
preſent, and maſter of the ficld, ro rake the greateſt 
ſhare of An'igonus's dominion to himſelf; ro wit, 
Syria, and a great ſhare of Afia minor : who,though 
hee killal Antigenss the father , and drove away 
Demetrius the ſon, yer now ſought to march himſelf 
with Stratonica, Demetrias his daughter ; by which 
means, Denetrins recovered Cilicia from Piflar- 
thus, Caſſander's brother , where hte found ewelvy 
thouſand talents of his fath:1's treaſure. Sileneus 
having a defire to Cilicia himſclf, offered to buie 
it for readic monie , which bee woald not bearken 
to ; therefore Selexcus b:eing angric , demanded 
Tyre and Sydon to bee delivered to him ; bur De- 
metrius caufſed th m to bee betrer manned , and fo 
this fire conſumed it ſelf in words. In the mean 
while D metrixs intend's to bee rev«rg'd on Arhens 
for her late ingratitude to bim ; his firſt enterpriſe 
had ill ſucceſs, having loſt manie of bis Chips 1n a 
fiorm, bur hee repaired the loſs, for hee recovered 
divers rowns in Peloponneſus, waſted Artica , and 
kept off a relief from Athens : by which the fa- 
min? increaſed ſo much, that a father and his ſon 
did hght for a dead mouſ. Ptelomie bad loaden a 
hundred and fiftic ſhips with corn , bur Demetrius 
had three hundred fail before Athens, which kept 
off Ptolomie”s fleet : upon this , the citic yielded to 
Demetrius his m rcie, which was pardoned , and re- 
lieved with viRuals by bim , acd a garriſon ; laced

manic towns, among the reſt, Argos, never yer rake 
cl now, by anie Spartan King, In this caſe, Are 
ts ſend's his own ſon to Antigens, who refulerh oof 
do anie thing, rill firſt Acrocorinthus bee pur inta; 
his hands. Hee return's word ro Antigens, & 
the caſtle ſhould let himin : the Coriothians fear 
thig this, ran ro Cleemreves, who came to Corinth wr 
ſecure the caſtle ; and gave order, that the houſ an& 
of Aratas ſhould bee kept for the ©

Bur bee was no ſooner com thicher, 
when Antigens , with his armic, was diſcovered, 
haitcning to reliev the citie (for Corinth was yick- 
ded to Antigonus, as ſoon as the Spirean rurned his 
back) therefore Cleomenes make's a [a fe rexrear , and 
return's to Laconia, Antigenus cntcr's Argov, end

Sucfſula ro their aſhſtance : Annibet 
failing of the Tarentine Cirradel,. went to Bruns 
dufium, where hee was met by the Capuan Mefſens 
rs to whom hee gave good words of his afliſtance, 
tſtaied fo long to no purpoſe in thoſe Eaſter 
/ parts of Iralie, bee gave the Conſuls rime to 
fortifie themſelys. Claudzus and Fulvize whenrhe 
tearm of office was expized were as Proconſuls,now 
appointed to retein their armic afore Capuaz dF 
vers $kirmiſkes there were berwean the —_— 
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and Capuan borſ with various ſucceſs ; at laſt com's 
Anzibal un«x(peRtedly, and take's a fort of theirs, 
called Galaria , 4p. Claudius —_—— by 
the Campans, drave them back into their Cltie, but 
hee received a deadly wound. Fulviz! was held har- 
der to his task by Anniba/, whoſe Elephants baving 
got within the Rampart , bad almoſt ſpoiled the 
Camp of the Romans ; Anniba! caufſed a Roman 
fugitive in this rumule proclaim , that che ſouldiers 
ſhould flie and ſhift for themſelvs, the Camp bee- 
ing loſt ; bur this his fraud availed nor, for the Ro» 
mans were ftrongly intrenched. 

Annibal, vexed that bee could not raif the fiege 
from Capua, reſoly's ro ſer upon Rome , hoping 
thereby, that the Conſuls would bee called home ro 
the detenſ chereof,of this his reſolution hee acquain- 
teth the Capuans,by a fained Numidian fugitive , 
who conveighed himſclf over the innermoſt rren- 
ches into the Citie : the Romans underſtanding of 
Annibals intent, ſend to the ar Capua ; Fulvias 
with 15000 foot, and 1000 horſ, haſted rowards 
Rome, leaving Ap. Claudixs ro continue the fiege : 
Annba! having dover Valturnus, burnt up all 
his boats,to binder the enemic from pacfalng Gags 
ſom bridges hee found broken down, which ſomwhar 
hindred him;hee waſte's all in his march rrepi- 
dation was at Romethe Temples were cad with 
women praying, and wiping the Altars with their 
hair : apon the report of Falvixs his coming, it was 
decreed, that hee ſhould have equal power with the 
Conſuls during his abode there ; for his Proconſul- 
(hi - exſpired,when hee enrered Rome. The Conſuls 
and Fulvis incamped without the gates of Rome, 
attending the Cartbaginian. Anaibe! came over the 
river Anien, three miles from Rome, thence 
bee advanced with two thouſand bhorſ to view 
the Walis, but was driven awaic, a great uproar

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was in the Citie, upon the march of twelv hundred 


Numidians who had revolied from Azzibal , theſe 
paſſing from mount Avencine through the rown to

inthe people chereabout, as if the enemie had got 
within the walls, which made the rude wulirude 
run upon the Numidians, divers of whom they kik 
led and burt. Annibal preſented bartail ro the Ro« 
mans, bur terrible rains mide the armies return 
their Camps : the Citie was now fo liule troubled 
at Aunibal's coming , that ſupplic appointed for 
Spain was ſent out at One gate, whileſ the Carths- 
-ginians laie before rhe other ; and to check Annibal's 
high conceit, the piece of ground on which hee lais 
encamped, was ſold in Rome at as dear a rate, as if 
ithad been in time of peace : upon this , 
brake up his Camp, ſpoiling the Roman Territorie, 
even Religious places, and ran ſo faſt roward the 
Eaftern- ſca , that bee had almoſt raken the Ciris 
of Rh:rgium, | 
H. Fulvixs returned back to Capua,making pro» 
clamation, that who would yield before acertain 
daie might ſafely doit; this, and the return of Fab 
viz, without fight of Annibal, made the Capuay 
begin to faint z but Han and Boſley Captains of the 
Garriſon, hartened them with of Amibal'! 
return, to whom they wrote Letters to this purpoſe, 
the carriage whereof was undertaken _ Numb 
dians, bur they were ING by the R 
who cut off the hands of thoſe coumerfcir fugitives 
and whip't them back into the Town, which

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*+w's the citizens, apprehend's the garriſon , and 
bring's the Senators into the camp,laying irons upon 
them all, and ſending them priſoners to Cales and 
Theanum, whicher Fu{viss by nighe did ride , who 
put all the priſoners to death, firſt ſcourging them, 
and then hee cur c# their heads, fearing leaſt Claw- 
dius dying of his wounds ſhould intercede for them, 
or elf che Senare pardon them, The other towns 
of Campania ſubmitted , and were rigorouſly uſed 
by Fulviss , ſothat ſom out of deſperation ran to 
Rome, apd ſer divers houſes on fire , who becing 
found out, were cruelly put ro death. The Capu-

of Capua was ſuffered to ſtand, bur it's Corporation 
was taken away. 
In Sardinia, abour this time, a rebellion was rai- 
ſed by one Harfeoras » a great man in the Iſland, 


and fomented by Hexve, a Carthaginian , who ſent 
a flecr and armice under A/drubal the bald, to keep 
up the rebellion ; but this fleet was caſt away upon 
the Baleares : Tit, Manlizs was ſent from Rome with 
rwo and twentie thouſand foot, and rwely hundred 
borf, ro whom Hyoſius the ſon of Her ficoras gave bat. 
tail, and received ſuch an overthrow, that hee loft 
in one daie, above thirtie of his followers z Hyoflus 
got into Cornus the chief crown , Aſdrabel at laſt 
com's to aflift him ; Maxis: fight's vim, and kill's 
ewely thouſand of the enemics, and rook three 
thouſand. Hyeftus was flain , Harficores flew him- 
ſelf 3 4ſdrubal, M ago, and Hows, were taken priſo-

In Sicil Hiers died, and left the kingdom of Sy- 
racuſe to his grand childe Hirromymuws, becing fifteen 


years 
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years of age. Over him, beeappointed fifteen 


tors, bar within a ſhort rims, this young King gave 


bimſclf ro all kinde of licenciouſneſs and tyra 
for bee morthered and baniſhed his rurors, caſt 
the friendſhip that his grand- father entertcined with 
the Romans ; emered into theleague with Aavidel, 
with condition, that hee might rei over all Sicil, 
and the Carthaginians reſt ſatisfied with what they 
could get in Italic : hee lighted Ap. Clavdins, the 
Preror, when hee made a motion to renew the con* 
federacieberween the Romans and him : at which 
Candiut did not much ſir , becauſ Rome bad bren 
beholding to Hiero , for monie which hre lent t6 
her, and which ſhee emploied by M. FYekria 
agtini Philip King of Macedon. But whil't Hi 
pecrates and Epicides, both Carthaginians, and 
young King's favorites, were ſoliciting the cities of 
Sicil to fall of from the Romans ; ani the young 
King himſelf, with fifreen thouſand horſ and foot, 
at Leontium, was paſſing through a narrow ſtreet, 
ſom conſpirators raſhed upon him, and ſtroke hi 
dead, proclaiming libertie : this pacified the 

and the ſouldiers, with rewards, were quieted ; 

the King's bodie, in deteftation of bis wicked life, 
nor ſuffcred to bee buried. 

News of this murther being brought to Syracuſe, 
the citizens took arms, and made themſclvs maſters 
of the citric, leſt 4ndravoderus, the late King's chief 
rutor, ſhould Uſurp the Kingdom , which was the 
thing hee aimed at, and was animated thereto by 
his wife Demerate, the 4 _ Bar hee 
making ſhew of m_ up the people's li 
was ken made chief of rheir Prerors, pe 
wards, both hee, and Themiſtius that married Harms 
nia, the ſiſter of Hieremmas , were ſlain in the Se# 
nate, for affe&ing the tyrannie under hand- 
wives alſo were put to death, as — 
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their hu«band's treaſon ; and fo was Heraciee the 
daughter of Hiers , and wife of Sobppus, with ber 
two young daughters, onely upon luſpicions The 
multitude abborring this (laughter , would have 
Hippocrates and Epiades, (who made ſhew that they 
would return home) to bee made Pretors in ſtead of 
the two that were hain: theſe new Pretors did 
firive to handle the agreement,now in hand berweemn 
Rome and Syracuſe, but could not ; for the people 
ſtood in fear of Claudius and Marcellus , bows 
into Sicil. Bur the new Preror Hippocrates, bee 
ſcar, as captain of the garriſon to Leontium , did, 
manie as of hoſtilicic agiinſt the Romans, Epidi- 
des went himſelf ro ſtir up the Leontines, to rebel 
againſt Syracuſe, brcauſ they did not enjoic the ſame 
libertie that Syracuſe did , bur were forced to bee 
ſubje& to the Syracuſians, by virtue of the lea 
made berween the Romans and them. Upon this, 
Mecellus _ _ to Syracuſe , of the dangerous 
aRices of theſe two Carthsginians, wherefore wiſh- 
77 wa to ſend them away. For this cauſ, meſ- 
ſengers were ſent to Leontium, to rebuke chem for 
the wrongs don to the Romans , and to ſend away 
Hippocrates and E pecides our of Sicil ; but the Le« 
ontines refaſdd ro bee 3nic more ſubjeR to the Syra- 
cuian commands. Marcellus underſtanding of this 
by the Syracufians,aflaulted Leomiium, and took it 
in one daie z Hippocrater and Epicides fied into the 
alle, and from thence into the town of Herbeſus : 
All the Roman _— were to death, the 
reſt were ſpared. The Syracukan armie of ei | 
thouſand mercenaries, coming to aid MarceBas, whe 
had don his work before, marched to Herbeſus , to 
apprehend Hippocrates and Epicides; who, meeting 
the armie with olive branches in their hands,in man- 
ner of ſupplianrs , were by fix thouſand Cretians 


(then in the armic, and who had been well uſed by 
Anmbe!, 
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Annibal, when hee took them in the Ir 
an war) welcomed and ſaved the Pretory, 
would have laid them in irons 2 ſo the armie retu 
" ned ro Megara. 

Hippocrates here caufſed letters of his own pens 
ning to bee intercepted by (om of his truſtieCretang, 
direRted (as it were) from the Syracufian F 
to Marcell, commendiog him for killing ell 
Leontium, wiſhing bm to flaie alſo all the recs 
ſian mercenaries : this feigned letter ſo incenſed 
ſouldiers, that the two Pretors were forced to flies 
Then a knive was ſent to pofleſs Syracuſe of Mare 
cellu his cruclt1e,which caufſed the cicizens to ler 
Hippocrates with his armic, who preſently murth 
the Pretors, and all that adbered to chem: gave 
bertie to the ſlaves and priſoners , and fot 
brothers made themſcl vs lords of the rown. Upe 
this, Marcellus ſent to require a parlie of theſe new 

overnours, bur Epicides ſlighted the Roman meſs 

engers, therefore Marcellus laieth fiege to the rowny' 
but could do no good, cither by open force , -Y 
firatagers ; for Archinedes, with his engines , 
defeared the Romans : who ſhot heavie tones an} 
long pieces of rimber,that broke ſom of their gal 
with their force and weight. Som gallies hee hoiſted 
up with iron grapples and other engines , _— 
them againſt their walls. Hee ſhor fNlones like 
2gainſt the field armie, (0 rhat they were forced i 
give ouer the 2fſiult, being neither able ro do ans 
good af:r cff, nor ner, or under the walls, the f 
coming ſtill upon them, therefore they reſoly to

In the mean while, Himilco with five and rweat 
thouſand foot, and thre< thouſand horſf, and 
elcphanes, is ſent from Carthage, to make war upon

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Maralls:, with a part of his armic, roſe from Syrs- 
cuſe, and took in alſo for rowns, Hipperaces if 
ſued out of the town with ten thouſand foot, and 
five bundred horf, intending to join with Himilcs, 
but Marcellus ſuddenly deteated them. Bur after 
this, Hippocretes joined with Himulce, and preſented 
bartail to the Romans, which they refuſe d. Bomlcar 
alſo, from Carthage , vitualled the citie z manie 
towas revolted from the Romans, Meoaulm had 
ſom inte|ligence within the citie, by the means of a 
counterfeir fugitive flave, but hee, with ſom other 
conſpirators , were found out , and par rodeath. 
Marcellus took priſoner one Dameſppus , that was 
ſent as an embafiador to Pbil;p King of Macedon 
In the dead of a feſtival night, kept for Diaws , by 
the help of a fugirive out of the town, bee took the 
walls by belaend ſo gor poſſefſion of a part of 
Syracule, which was divided inro four or five towns, 
each of which was. diſtin&ly fortified. Hippecre- 
and Himilcs came and fell upon the Roman campy 
but were repelled with loſs. Bomilcer arrive's with 
a fleet ar Pachynus, but mecting with the Roman ' 
fleer, Rood off in the deep, and Giled ro Tarentumn, 
and ſo Epicedes was diſappointed of the help hee 
exſpeRed. (The moſt of Hippecrates's was 
conſumed, with the 1wo captains, by the plague. 

The Sicilian ſouldiers finding the Rate of Sicil 
deſperate, propoſe conditions of peace to Marcellus, 
which bee accepreth ; That the 1flanders ſhould eo- 

ie their laws and liberties, and the Romans poſ- 

s what had belonged to their Kings. Epi 
his Pretors were put todeath, and new ones c ; 
bur the new Pretors were killed by the fouldiers, 


who were animated to diſturb all, by the Roman 
fugitives, whoſe condition was deſperate : fix cap- 
tains they choſe over them, ene of which was Merj- 
us a Spaniard, with whom Marcellus deal's _—_y 
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and by him the Roman armic was l:t into the poſs 
ſeffion of all Syracuſe ; the bootie was vecie great,” 
and all carried ro Rome, Archimedes bufic aboug” 
his d-munſrations , was killed by a fouldier, ar 


honetably buried by Marcellus, who much lawer 
his death, and on his tomb placed a Cylinder, and 
a Sphere, the proportion between which , hee fir 
found out. Upon che taking of Syracuſe, the othes 
ciries of Sicil yielded co the Romans , except figris 
genrum, and ſom few towns there abour. Bur 
zo and Epicides, adventurivg to fight with Marcellany, 
with one Mutizes, whom Annibal ſent to affift themy 
were utterly defeated by the Romans ; for theſe twa 
captains ſcorned that Matines the African ſhould 
bee joined with them, as a companion, which 
the Numidians fail off from them. And Mutizet 
beeing put our of his office, and lighted by the 
Carthaginians , join's himſclf with the Romans, 
drawing all the Numidians to bis fide , by whoſe 
belp Agrigentum was delivered ap to M. Yalerins 
Lrvinus, the Roman Conſul. Whereupon, Head 
with Epicides fled away ina ſmall bark for Africaz: 
leaving their armie and adherents ro the mercie 
the Romans ; who { cd and beheaded the chief 
men of the citie ; the reſt were ſold for ſlaves ; the 
monie of all the booties were ſent to Rome : Math 
nes was well rewarded, and made 2 citizen of Rome 
in Sicil, fourtic towns quickly yielded themfſelvs w 
the Romans.

Upon the report of 4ſdrubal's 
coming from Sparta, Criſpinus weat to b:ficge Lo- 
cri, bur was prevented by Anmbal, who laid an ams 
buth berween T arentum and Locri , into which the 
Romans fell, and loſt three thouſand of thezr men, 
Maicellas and hiscolleague , with ſom Collonels, 
and two hundred horſ, went to view an billock overs 
grown with wood, in whieb laie covered ſom Nus 
midian companies , who ſuddenly ſurrounded the 
Conſuls and their train : Marcellus was ſtruck dead 
with a lance , Criſpinus and young Marcellus were 
both wounded , yet recovered the cawp , the reft 
were taken or ſlain, Afarcellus his aſhes, were put 
by Annibal in a filyer pot, covered with a crown of 
gold, and ſent them to young Marce/lus. 

Cyiſpinus ſern word toall the rowns abour , that 
Annibal had gotten Marallus his figner ring, wiſh 
ing them not to give credit ro anie letters therewith 
all figned : Annbel not knowing of this, ſent letters 
to Salapia, in the name of Marcellus, and ſealed 
with hisring , that bee would com that nighe ing 
Salapia, The Salapians gave waic to his atreme, 
and permitted fix hundred of his men, which wer

adrantage of the ground , and fell upon Aſtoubal, 
who loſt his life in this battail : four elephants were

Aſdrabal beeing thus gon, Scipio leav's Syllenys with 
ten thouſand foor, and a thouſand borſ ro be 
their camp , and hee , with the reſt of the 
marchethup into the countrie, Shortly after this, 
Megoand Maſtmiſſe follow Aſdrubal : three towns, 
namely, Ilicurgi , Caſtulo , and Aﬀtapa. Afﬀtapa 
held our a while againſt the Romans, bur at laſt was 
taken, Aſtapa was burned by the inhabiranzs, with 
all their wealth, and all the weaker ſort thac Raid in 
it ; the tronger men ruſhed our upon the- Romans , * 
and were ſlain by them.

c fied : upon Mago's departure, the cicie and Ile of 
Gadcs yielded to the Romans ; then Scipio with ten

Scip1s becing rexuraed ſued for a triumph,which 
was denied him ſecing hee had not as yer been Con- 
ſul, but hee was ſhortly after choſen Conſul witch 
P. Lucinins Craſſus : Scipio defire's ro transfer the 
wars into Africk, and that this might bee bis Pro- 
vince z but XL. Fabics Maximus refifted this mo- 
tion , ſhewing how dangerous it might prove co 
Rome, Annibat becing yet in Italie, and Mayo bis 
brother arming the Ligurians, it ſo great forces , 
and ſuch tore of monie as muſt maintein thi war, 
ſhould bee drawn out of Italie : Scipio replied, that 
the Curthaginians were ill provided at hame, ha-

Scipio alſo had taken a 
town, ang from thence carried a ſhip-board cighr 
thouſand priſoners beſides orher bootie, which 
ſent to Sicil : then hee took Salera an other rown ;

ding that Aſdruba! was coming againſt bim with 
thirtie thouſand foot, and three thouſand horſ, and 
Sipbax with fiftic thouſ:nd foot, and ren thouſand 
horſ, was fain to diſlodg , and took up his winter. 
quarters on the bunks of an in-let, fir both for his 
Armie and Navie, Ma/awſſ« had provided him with 
all provifion. Aſtubel and Siphax cncamped nigh 
to Scipio, but ner ſo well fortified as the Romans, 
The Spring bering com, Siphber made an overture 
of peace, propounding that 4anibal ſhould bee re- 
called out of [ralic, and that Scipio ſhould quietly 
depart our of Africk : Scdpio at firſt rothis would 
not give ear ; but becing earneſtly pr; fed , hee 
began to make ſhew of hearkening to a peace, in 
the interim, hee underſtood by the Embafſadors hee 
ſent to the King, and by the ſouldiers diſguiſed in 
the habit of flaves,that waited on the Enbafſadors, 
how caficit were to fire the Numidian and Car- 
thaginian Camps, becing full of wooden cabbins 
covered with , marry, and reeds; upon this, 
Scipio ſ:nt word to Sipber, that his councel of war 
would not yield to hear of anie , and withall 
ſend's rwo thouſand ſouldiers to fit down again be- 
fore Utica, that his own ſouldiers might not know 
his intentions , and chat Utica might bee kept from 
letting up3n thoſe few, that were to bee left inthe 
Ys cawp:

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camp: hee made his men ſup well, and berimes, 
and abour nine of the clock at night bee led forth 
his armic, the one half hee ſent with 2Maſeniſſa, 
and Lebixs before him, to ſer upon the camp of Sy.

ing diſtant onely ſeven miles, about three a clock 
in the morning the Numidian camp began to blaze, 
Sypbax thought rhis fire to bee caſual, not ſuſpeRi 
an cnemic, ſeeing Aſdrubal laie between him and 
danger, bur the tumuir was ſogreat, and the fire ſo 
terrible, char multitudes ws burn't and trampled 
upon, and thoſe that thought to eſcape were interces 
pted and ſ1iin by the eneric. A/dvaba''s camp won» 
dring and ſorrowing to ſce that flame , ran manie 
of them to help the Numidians, others ran up to 
the rampart to ſee the flame; in the mean while 
Scipio (et's upon the camp, and kindles as great a 
flame in it 3 A/d&rubal perceiving the Romans there, 
eſcaped with a few horſ: ſo great was this deſtru» 
Aion, that of ſo manie thouſands verie few cſca* 
ped, Aſdvubal put himſelf intothe next town , with 
two thouſand foot, and five hurzJred horſ, but fear 
ing that the town would open the gates to Scipio , a 
they did afterward, ſhrunk oy betimes to Car- 
thage 3 two other rowns made refiſtance , but” were 
quickly taken by Scipio z whoreturn's to the ficge 
of Utica. 

The Carthaginians were much troubled , ſom 
deſiring peace ; others to ſend for Aunibel ; 0 
thers, to raiſ a new armie, which prevailed : four 
thouland Spaniards were com cyer into Africa , 5+ 
phar and 4ſdrubal with thefe, in thirtic daies, make 
up an Arwie of thirtiethouſand, they encamp with

Lelius and Meſaniſſa had good ſucceſs againſt Sy- 
phax, for Maſanifſa got pollefſion of his kingdom 
again ; bur Syphax unwilling bee ſhould enjoie ir 
quietly, by the inſtigatioa o Aſdrubal and his w.fe 
Sopbeni»ba, hee raiſed a new armic, with which hee 
encountred with the Romans, his horſ had the bec- 
ter a while of M:ſaniſſe, who was inferior in horſ, 
b.t the Roman foot Legions advancing, fo terrifi- 
ed the Numidian hor, that chey began to disband;

The Embaſiadors ftood much 
upon their former peace made with Luftatiar , that 
it was not broken by the Citie of Carthage, bat by 
Amnibal,w ho withour: commiſſion fiom Carihage,of 
his own head made war in Spainan} lralic : the Ro« 
mans perce iving thar Carthage aimed not at peace, 
but to gain time,ſent away tbe Embaſſadors withour 
an anſwer : yet gave order to Scipis to conclude the 
peace : in the interim, a Roman flcer of 200 Ships 
and 30 Gallies bound from Sicil to Africk, to vi- 
ual the Raman Camp , was by foul weather dri- 
ven aground on divers parts of the bale of Car« 
thige ; Aſdrubal was imploied by the Carthagini- 
ans (who did mutinie for the great dearth of vietu- 
als among them) to bring the diſp*rſed Ships into

About this time the Romans bad one armic a» 
mang the Hetrurians, another among the Gauls , 
the ehird 2mong the Ligurians to keep them from 
joining with Mags,who was buſic about them, and 
raiſed a _w armie, againft whom M. Cornelia the 
Proconſul and Paputilus Parrus marched ; after 
ſom (harp encounters, Mogo received a wound, of 
which hee diced ſhortly afrer about Sardinia in the 
waic homcwards, and loſt five thouſand of his Ar- 
mic. Annibel alſo was called home, who rook it ig» 
patiently, and flew manic lralians thar refuſed to 
go with him, nor ſparing thoſe that fled into June 
Lucina's Temple. The Romans were glad of Aunis 
ba''s departure, appointing an bolie daie to their 
Gods ; bur 9. Fabus rold them , that there was 
danger enough yer lefr, for now Scipiowas like to 
bee putro it, having to do with other manner of 
Captains then Aſdrubal and Syphax, and with other 
ſouldiers then the Numidian raſcalicie. About this 
rime, the Saguntines ſent a great maſs of gold and

:n4 affrighted Carthige, Cu. Ofevia! was then with 
him ; but when they heard that Yermina was on his 
march to aſſiſt Annibel, they ſene a part of the Ro» 
man 2rmie, which ſo beat him, chat bee loſt Gfteen 
thouſand men, and himſelf hardly eſcaped. 
When Sdpis was com to Tunes, thirtie Embaſ- 
fadors carne from Carthage, hambly iatrexing for 
peace; to which Scipis was the more inclined fearing

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hand ; for C,Servilius Cepio chafing Anzibel our of 


Italic aimed at the Government of Africk; ſo Tiks 
rigs Cla«dius (ued to bee joined withScipio in the Pros 
vince of Aftick, bur beeing crefled with Winter and 
Rorms before hee could get from the Coaſts of Itas 
lie, his Conſulſhip expircd, and ſo returned home.. 
Lents/us alſo the new Conſul upon the good news of 
the viorie , was impatient to have Africk for big 
Province: it was agreed, that if the war continued, 
Scipio ſhould command by 1:nd, and the Conſul by 
ſea ; this made Scipio incline to peace, which hee obs 
fered to grant,if fatisfaRtion were firſt made for the 
late wrongs don in the truce ; that all priſoners ad 
rennegadoes bee delivered up,with all their Gallieg 
except ren,and all their Blephans ; thar they ſhould 
make no war without licence of Reme, that what 
belonged ro Maſaniſſa ſhould bee reftored,thar they 
ſhould furniſh the Roman armic with corn and m0o« 
nie during the truce,that they ſhould paie 10000ta» 
lens of f1lver in 50 years time, and that they hould 
=_ - hundred hoſtages , whom Scipis would

Theſc conditions were ſo diſpleafing ro Carthage 
that Geſco difſuaded them from my peace, but 
Amnibal pulled him down from his ing » cxcu« 
fiog this his fat, in that hee was ignorant of their 
cuſtom, beeing abſent from them ever tince hee was 
nine years of age, and defired them to accept of the 
Roman conditions, ſeeing Carthage could no log» 
ger defend her ſelf; ſo the conditions were acce» 
pted, and our of hand was paled to Scapio rwetts 
tie five thouſand pound weighe of blver , for 
the wrongs and dammages don to the Roman 
Embaffadors and Fleet; Truce was granted for 
three monerhs, to negotiate with the Roman 
State ; conditionally » that no Embafſador ſhould 
bee ſeat without Scipio's leaye , or received. 
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About the ſame arrived at Rome , the Curthagj- 
nian and Macedonian Embafſadors, whoſe audience 
was put off till the eleRion of the new Conſuls. 
Ar laſt, the Macedenians were called into the Se- 
nate , and accuſed for wronging their confederal 
Greeks, which made M. Aurelxs, the Roman Ea- 
befador , Raie in Macedon , to keep the Greeks 
from Philip's inſolencies. Secondly , in that Philip 
had belped the Carthaginians wich four thouſand 
men, and monie, contraric to the league ; for which 
cauſ, Sopater the King's councellor, taken by Scipis 
in that war, was as yet deteined priſoner ; therefore 
Philip muſt exſpeR war. Then the Carthaginian 
E mbafſadors beeing called in , intreated carneſtly 
for peace , acknowledging their own perjurie, and 
the Roman juſtice, and moderation. Lentulus the 
Conſul would hive hindered the peace, becaul bee 
would hive made war in Africk : but the matter 
becing, referred to the people , and by them to the 
Senate again, it was concluded , that ten delegares 
ſhould bee ſear to join with Scipio in commiſtion, 
andro conclude the'peace. The Embaſſadors bum- 
bly thanking the Sengte, defired co ranſom two hun» 
dred of the chicf Carthaginian priſoners z but the 
Senate ordercd, that thoſe two hundred ſhould bee 
freely reſtored to libertie. So the peace was con- 
firmed ; the fugitives, renegado's, ſhips, and cle- 
phanes, delivered up. Scipiocrucifed the Romans, 
and beheaded the Latines : bur the Cartbaginians 
were much troubled about the paiment of the 2n- 
aual penſion , which made ſom of them weep ; at 
which follie, Auzibe/ lavghed, wiſhing their miſerie 
might not bee greater then theſe paiments, Scipio 
bighly commended Maſaniſſa, and having pur him 
in pofl. ion of King Sypbax his towas, and ſerricd 
Africa, ſet ſail for Lilybeum ; whither , when hee 
arrived, ſcat home moſt of his armic by ſea, himſelf, 
with 
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with ſom part went by land : all the waie bee went, 
bee was received with ——_—_ and acclamation, 
and ar Rome, with a glorious riumph , and there 
received the honorable title of 4/ricanss.

This is held a word fo terrible, and a wrong ſoun- 

donable , as will admit no other recompence, 
then the bloud of him that give's it. T bus the faſhi- 
on raken up in haſte by the French Gentlemen, after 
the pattern of their King, is grown to bee a cuſtom ; 
whence we have derived a kind of art pr yr ar 
of quarrel , with certain grounds and rules, from 
whence the points of honor, aad the dependa ncie 
thereof, are deduced. Yea, there are ſom ſo myſti- 
cal curiofiries herein as thac ir is held a far greater 
tiſhonor*', to receiv from an enemie a fl 
rouch with a cane, then a blow witha ſword : the 
one, having relation to a ſlave, the orher to a ſoul. 
dier, I confeſs , that the difference is prettie ; 
though, for mine own parr, if I had had anic ſuch 
JItalionated enemie in former times, I ſhould wik 
lingly have made with him ſuch an exchange , and 
have given him the point of honor to brot. The 
greaceſt part of thoſe, who are of all other che moſt 
tender in receiving the Lie, preſenting death on the 
points of their ſwords to all thar give it them, uſe no- 
thing ſo much in the converſation and courſ of life, 
2410 ſpeak and ſwear falfly,

Of Philip the father of Perſeus, King 
of Macedon ; his firſt Acts and 
War with the Romans, by 
whom hee was ſubdued. 


= N the Eaſt, Antiochw, ſucceeded his bras 
(1 1:8 ther Selewcss Ceranaus,to the kingdom of 
29 BW Afia and Syria, Prolemie Philopater, in 
Gran, the kingdom of Egype , fi to 

his father Exergetes. Philip, fon of De- 
metrins, becing ſeventeen years old , received the 
kingdom of Macedon. , At this time, there was 
much diſquierneſs amcng the Gree k States : the 
Spartans hearing that their King Cleomenes was dead 
in Egypt, made a league withihe Actolians, exclu« 
ding the Macedonians and Achaians, who (| 
their citie, when they might have deftroied irs and 
eletcd Agrſipolisy a boie, grand-childe to Cleambre- 
tm, for their King, and made his unckle Clromenes, 
bis Prote For» But one-Lycwgnr, having no title 
bur by bribes beſtowed upon the Ephori,which ruled 
all in the abſence or death of their Kings, got him- 
ſelf to bee ſaluted King of Sparta, Hee invaded 
the Argives countrie, and annexed two of their 
tow.n$to the Stare of Lacedemon. The Actolians 
ſurpriſed the rown of A&gira, and loſt ir again : they 
fell alſo upon the weſtern coaſt of Achaia; waſtin 
the territories of the Dymaens, Lycurgas alſo fell 
upon the Arcadiansz confederare with Philip, and 
the Achaians. ; 

Philip, with th Epirotes, came to the Actolian 
borders, and beficgeth Ambracia : Scopes, the a_ 

z - 
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lian Pretor, took Dium, a citie of Macedon, and 


razed it ro the ground. Philip having diſpatched 
his work at Ambracus, take's manie towns in Acto» 
lia , bur was called home to Macedon , upon news, 
that the Dardanians, who dwelt on the north of Ma» 
cedon , were invading his countrie 3 theſe hea 

of Philip's approach, gave oyer their invaſion, P 

lip was met in the waie by Demetrius Pharics , who 
was new!y chaſed our of his kingdom by the Ro- 
mans, ard was by bim welcomed and caterteined, 
But the Aectolians avenged the wrongs don the Epi- 
rots and Philip on hems waſting the councrie, and 
deſtroying the Temple of Dodona. Philip , with 
five thouland foot, and five hundred ho:ſ, in the 
- winter- time , came ſuddenly yvpon the Eleans 
Actolians, took divers towns, and befſtcwed them 
on the Achatans, then bee fell upon the coumrie of 
Elis, rook = ſtore of cantle, and manie priſc- 
ners: then hee took the rown of Samicum, whi 

the Actolian armic retired, whom h:e diſmifſed with 
their lives and arms. 

Lycurgus hearing what calamitie fell upon the 
Eleans, quirred bis winnings, and went bome. 
One Chilen, of the Sparran royal bloud, having got 
a partic of two bundred, fell upon the Ephori, bet 
ing together at ſupper, and ſl:w them ; rhen wear 
hee to Lycurges his houſ, but hee eſcaped, Chile 


thinking to get the m__ aflent to b:e King, found 
that they were more willing to apprehend him ass 
traitor, therefore hee ſhifted preſently away , and* 
lived afterward in baniſhmentand diſgrace : Ly» 
£4 return's home, and drive's out the: young King 
Ageſipolis, and ſo made himſelt ſole King, 

ilip was much abuſed by Apelles his governor 
and treaſurer, who ſought by rigor ſeyeririe to- 


bring the Achajans to the ſame e of ſubj 
with the Macedonians , and d - the 


- 
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chuſc Eperetes, an inſufficient man , for their Pre« 
tor, which much diſpleaſed the Achaans , ſo thar 
they complained of their grievances to old Aratas x 
bur Apelles indeavoured to ſupplane Aratys, by ma» 
king the King beliey, that hee with bis ſon ware the 
occaions that the Eleans did thus hold out : and 
that Aratus, tke father, had dilwaded Ampbidemus 
(whom Philip emploied to work the Eleans to obe- 
dience) from negotiating with them, to ſubmit to 
the Macedonians. Philip accuſed the two Arati, 
they pleaded innocencie, which was fully proved 
by Ampbidamus, upon his rerurn from Elis,ſhewing, 
that this accuſation of Apelles, agiinſt the Arats, 
was 2 meer device, and ſo the King was ſatisfied. 
Apelles failing in this plot , indeavoured to remove 
frem the King his faithful councellours , and 
ſom creatures of his own in their rooms ; theſe 
ings made Arats3 retire, and forbear anie more with 
Stare marters. Bur Phibp perceiving,that for wane 
of Aratus, hee failed of the monic and corn, where+ 
with the Achaians ſhould have furniſhed bim, deale 
ſo with himand his ſon , chit by their means, hee 
obteined 6iftic talents, with flore of corn fromthe 
Achaians, qnd ſo provided to invade the Aetoliang 
Eleans, —ranmanne yr po A 

Philip having prepared all things for war, pur to 
ſea, and 1andet inthe Iſle of Cepallonis. where 
bee belieged the town of Palea , but Leontuns , cap- 
rain of the Targettiers, having made a l:ague »ith 
Apelles, ro crofs the King's deſigns, was the occaſi- 
on, that afrer a breach was made in the wall , and 
the town readie to bre taken, the Macedonians were 
put to the foil, which much yexed the King, This 
Lemitius alſo would bave perſuaded Philip ro go a + 
gainſt Lycurgas, then wafting the Mefſenians coun- 
trie ; but fratut told the King, that bee were better 
carrie the war into Actolia .fince the Pretor was

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gon thence to roave abroad, This advice vhe King 
took, and ir-proved ſuccesful, for bee beat the Acto= 
lians ewo of three times, razed a goodly Temple of 

rs, and carried away much bootie, Afﬀeer this 

the King made a great feaſt, at which Leontiar, and 
Megalias his confederate,ſate heavie ; afrer the feaſt, 
thy railed againſt Aratus, and made a great uproar, 
Aratas acculeth Megalias of hindering the King's 
viQoric at Pclea, and his compaR with Apoltes a 
which the King condemned him in twentie talents, 
with one Ceinen his fellow. 

The ſame year , Philip over-ran the countrie of 
Lacedemon, aod carried with him back tro Corinth 
rich booties ; where Embaſſadors, atcending to 
make peace, berween Philip and the Greek Srates, 
The ians reſolved to ſue for peace with Philip, 
knowing what bad ſucceſs they had lately had, and 
how weake the Eleans and Spartans were to. belp 
them. In the mean while, Leontias and Megalies 
raiſed a ſedition in the atmic againſt che King, which 
was ſooo appeaſed, and the two amthors becing af- 
fraid , ſent to Apelles ro ir tro Corinth, and 
make their 25 11g King : wg ——_— 
ing accompanied with a r train ouldi 
b_ had no admirrance » deiing, wherefore his 
_=_ forſook him 2 upon this, Megalias ran away , 

rimes to T hebes,and beceing purſued New himſc 
for his lerters were intercepted, wriring to the Aetos 
lians, by which the King found how hee was abuſed 
and impoveriſhed by theſe three traitors. Leontias 
alſo was apprehended, and Apelies with his ſon; all 
which died in priſon. The Actolians hearing of 
theſe paſſages, and that the King's Targettiers were 
offended at the death of Leontius, for whom they 
labored to intercede with the King, they refuſed to 
hearken to peace ;z of which the King was not ſorriey 
boping now throughly to ſubdue them. But the 
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Actolians having loſt ſom bordering towns, and

Philip, becauſ hee heard of Anmibe/'s great vittorie 
over the Romans at Thraſymene , and was willing 
to-encer into leagues with Carthage , becing inſti- 
gated thereto by Demetrius Pharius , who was ſtrip't 
of his kingdom by the Romans. 

The peace berween Philip and Amnibel 
confirmed by a ſolemn oath, before the COONS 
an and Macedonian Gods , there aroſe a bor fats 
among the Mcflanians, between their Nobilirie and 
Commons : Philip was increated to compound theſe 
differences, which hee made ſhew to do, but under- 
hand fomented them , ſo rhe Commons flew two 
hundred of their Magiſtates : for this treacherie, 
King Philip was publickly reproved by yonng Are- 
tus ; the King ſmochered bis anger , and rakingold 
Aratus by the band, went with him to the caſtle of 
Ithome over Mcflcne there ſacrificed ; but ſhew- 
ing the entrails of the beaſt to Ar@vs, hee azked 
him wherher hee _ not, by the hee found 
in them, on of that caſtle which com- 
manded thefurther parts of Peloponneſus : Aratas 
told him , bee were berter his faith then char 
caſtle, Philip yielded to this ddvice, though difſua- 
ded by Demetrius Pharius, and made a voiage into 
Epirus, wherein Aratzs forfook him , ind Gated ar 
home. In-Epirus, without anic colbr\, hee ſeized-+ 
upon the rown of Oricum, and laid nA 
lonia z in the lacerim , com's M, Palerias the 
man, intS theſe parts, who took pare with Foo 
rs , and ſtirred up the Actolians ﬆ him. 
Philip, thinking to bring the Mcfſtnians into ſab-

younger Aratu3, into Macedonige 

In tead of Aratus ftood up Philopoemen, who 
had don good ſervice to Antigonu! againſt Cleomenes; 
hee ſpent moſt of his time in Crete : at his return,hee 
bad charge of the borſ, and afterward choſen Pre. 
tor of the Achaians ; hee caught theſe bis countries 
m*n to bee good ſouldiers, cauffing them to change 
their light armor into heavier. At this time, Meche» 
nidas, ſfucceffor to Lycarges, was tyrant of Lacedes 
mon z an enemiets the Achaians , who offered I 
bertie, which hee hated ; hee entered the countrie of 
the Mantineans, where bee was encountered by Phi» 
lopormen, and a grear barrail fought, in which, at 
firſt, Machanidas had the better, but whil't hee tos 
far purſued the Achains in their flight , Philopeemas 
advanced agtinſt the Lacedemonians thar flaied 
bebinde , and putting them in diſorder as they 
were getting over a ditch , chaſed them out of the 
held : Mathexides returning , and finding his 
armic reuted , thoughe to paſs a bridg which 
Philopoeman bad made good again him, but there 
hee was killed by Philopoemon's own hand,and (o that 
war came to an end, 

ThesMacelonian having made peace with the 
Romans and Actolians, reſolved to make war a+ 
goinſt Attalus King of Pergamus, who bad joined 
with the Romans and Aerolians in war againſt him: 
the fortune of this Attalsi began in Phileterss bis 
Uncle, who beeing pur in truſt by bis maſter Lyme» 
thas, King of Thrace, with his monie, bee ficd in» 
Afi, and ſeized upon the town of Pergamus , and 
nine thouſand Talents belonging to fn 
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there hee reigned ewentie as a King, and left 
Pergamas — ds 3 hee won a vi- 
Rorie over Hierax near Sardes, and over the Gauls, 
having wrirten the word yiRori: on the Southſaiet's 
hand, in ſuch colours as eafily came off z for the hot 
liver of the (acrificed-beaſt, cleanly cook the print 
of the lerrers 3 by this miracle bee encouraged bis 
ſouldiers, After twentie two years reign , hee left 
bis Kingdom to this Aitalus, ſon to Atialas the youn- 
ger, brother of Phileterms ; hee was ofrea croudled 
with the Gauls, whom bee had called our of Thrace 
agiint Aches z the'e Gauls were till incroaching 
upon, and ——_—_— thelr neighbors, even A'talus 
himſelf z but at laſt b e compelled them to con- 


rein themſelrs within that Province, from them cal- 
led Galla: ia, : 
Prafies King of Bizhyaia, and ſon in law to P\'i- 
62, intreated his Faber in 1>w to com over inco Alia, 
and to wia the town of Cini, and beitow it on 
him, as beeing rich, and lying fic for bim Phu'p 


came and belieged it, and though bee was intreat 
by the Rhodian and Grecian fladors to rail 
the fie ge, yet con'rarie to hus promiſe hee took the 
town», and uſed the citizens cruelly : whereupon 
the Rhodiang and Actolians and divers others ev» 
tred into league with A:talus, Philip's enem'e , who 
prepared a Fleet and beac Philip at ſea; poiwich- 
ſtanding afterwards, hee befieged and won ſom 
towns in Caria, hee gained Prinafſos by « firara- 
gem, mking the rowoſ-men beliey bee had under- 
mined the walls, and thar they were readie to fall 
whereas indeed, hee could not undermine, the earth 
was ſo ſtonie, onely hee made his Ploners make a 
noi under ground, and in the nighr-time hee raiſ- 
ed yreat mounts of earth, ferched a far off about the 
entrance of the mine ; but Philip was fain to haſte 
back to Macedon : Afterthe Towa was takens At- 
Z4 ralus 
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tele and the Rhodians purſuing him, who s1fo ſene © 
Embafſadors ro Rome for their afliſtance againſt 


him. 

The Athenians about this time, bad put to death 
two young wen of Acarnania,for entring the Tem- 
ple of Ceres in the daics when they delivered the my» 
ſeries of their Religion : therefore the Acarnani- 
ans by the help of Philip, waſted Attica with fire 
and (word ; the Athenians ſend to King Attalss for 
his aid, who coming found the Roman Embaiſh 
dors inthe Pirzus, who after great honors and en» 
rerteinwent don by the Citie to them , eafily per= 
ſuaded the Citizens, to declare open-war again 
the Macedonians ; the Rhodians joined in le 
withthe Athenians, and were rewarded by the Ci= 
tiewicha Crown of Gold, and made free of A» 
thens, and it was ordered that tothe ten Tribes of 
Athens, one more ſhould bee added, and called a6 
rer the name of Attalus, In the mean time , Philiy 
won the tewns of Maronea and Acous,with Abydus 
and o.her places about the Helleſpont. Embaſli- 
dors are ſent from Rome to young Prolomne Epipha- 
es King of Egypt, to acquaine him with their vis 
Qorie againſt Annibel, and to thank him for the 
Corn ſent to Rome from Egypt, ina great extre« 
mitie of dearth ; this m:fſage was welcom to We. 
lomie, ſeeing Philip and Aatiochus had conſpired to 
rake away his Kingdom. M. «Emilius was ſent to 
Philip to difſuade him from taking Abydus , which 
bad a dependance upon At:a/us, and that hee had 
broke the league with Rome , by befieging this 

lace.; Philip pu: off the Embaſidor with a frivo- 
ous anſwer , ſo the town was taken, the people 
within bound themſclvs with an oath to d ceverie 
one of them, and to ſet th:ir crown on fire, ar which 
mad oath and mu: ther, Philip was well pleaſed, 

The Romans underſtanding that Philip intended 
. 0 
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to invade Italic, ſcot P, Sw/pitias ro fall upon; Ma- 
cedon, who landing berween Dyrrhachium «and A- 

llonia, ſent C. Claudius with twentic Gallies and 
Fouldi rs toreliey Achens, moleſted by the rovers of 
Euboe and Corinth ; Claudiss having freed Artica 
of thoſe rovers, ſail's by night to the cown of Chal- 
cis, and take's it by Scalado , and ſert's iron fire 
conſuming the King's Magazine of corn , and 


all 


warlike provifion, and brake down all the King's 
ſtarues : upon this news, Philip haſten's from De» 
metrizs to Chalcis, hoping to rake the enemie ung 
wares, but they were gon before ; then bee haſten's 
to Achens, bur they becing . advertiſed of his com- 


ing were all in arms : Claudius was not yer returned 
by ſea, yet the Athenians adventure to ſallic out 
upon Plulip, but they were beat back with loſs: the 
Kiog having ſack'cthe Temple of Herenles bard by, 
wich other religious places, and bearing of the Ro- 
mans arrival, hee departed to Corinth, and ſudden- 
ly came to the Achzans Parlizment at Ar who 
were deviſing open war againſt Nabis,the Tyrant of 
Sparta, ſtarted up in the room of Macbanides ; hee 
with bis wife Apege cruclly opprefied both ſexes, 
thee robbing the women of all their jewels and beſt 
apparrel : hee caufſed his wive's i to bee made 
ſtuck full of ſharp nails, bid under her garments ; 
Nebis ronght ſuch as refaſcd to give him their mo- 
nic, to this engine, which when it embraced chem , 
pricked them to death with it's ſharp nails: hte al- 
ſo waſted the Achzans territorie, after Philopeemen 
their Prztor was gon to Crere. 

Philip thought to have had of the Achzany form 
hel» againſt the Romans, bue was denicd ir; yer 
by the help of ſom vyoluncaries, and of Philocliez one 
of his Captains, who with wo chouſand men was 
waſting the countrie , hee acrempeed the caſtle of : 
Elcufine and the Pyreus, bur: ne prevented by "4 
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Temples and marble ſtatues and monuments in At 
tica, breaking all to pieces; and then wene home 
on _— : and from thence ſent = the — 
their aid. Sulpicixs beeing encawped vpon the ris 
ver of Apſus, ſear Apaſlius wich t of the Armie, 
who took from Philip ſundrie Caltles and towns, 
and beat Atbenegores the Macedonian Commanderz 
this ſucceſs drew divers Princes into th: Roman 
friendſhip : to the Acrolian Parliament, came the 
Roman, Macedonian, and Athenian Embaſladors : 
the Macedonians wiſhed them to continue their 
league with Philip, and not tocruſt the Romans, 
who aimed to enſlave them ro their State , as 
they had don Syracuſe and other places z the Arhe» 
n'ans ſpoke birterly againſt the barbaroulneſs of Phj- 
lip, and bis profaneneſs in ſpoilng the Temples of 
their Gods; the Romans declared , that the wars 
they had undertaken ia Greece, was for the Actos» 
lians, who if they joined with Philip , ſhould bee 
utterly deftroicd, Dorymachus the Actolian Prator 
Rood up and told them , that they muſt deliberate 
further of ſo great a bufineſs. 
Shortly after , 'Salpitize and Philip's Armic met 
in the.countrie of the Deflacerli, in the urmoſt bore 
ders of Macedon towards Illyriaz ſom skirmiſhes 
there were, in which the Macedonians were work 
cd ; an ambuſhwas laid by Phibpro cntrap the Roy 
mans; but it was diſcovered by the Targerteirs of 
Philip, who ran haſtily away upon the Romans ap 
_ z they with their Elephages in the front pres 
nted barrail ro Philip, who refuſed ir , therefore 
divers of-the Roman Armie wear ©» forraging, and 
were cut off by Philip 's men 3 Su/pitins hearing of 
this ſent all his hoxſ before, bee came after with the 
Legions ; at firſt the Romans had the worſt but the 
Legions coming in, emboldened the borſ ro make ©

Romans ,wherefore bee wracked his anger upon the” 
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recharge , which put the Macedonians to b 
——— whom periſhed in bogs and —_ 
Philip's hor was Gain under him, who bad been 
raken, if hee had not been mounted the ſooner up- 
on a frirnds horſ, who for his kindneſs loſt his own 
life, as hee was running away on foot : Philip bear- 
ing that the Iliyrians an4 Dardanians had fallen 
upon bis countrie ,(Perſews, Philip's ſon bee— 
ing called away from cuſtodie of the ſtraights of 
Pelagonia) made haſte homeward, but was parſu- 
ed and overtaken by the Romans, who forced him to 

ir the firong place wherein bee bim= 
bf : manic towns thereabour yielded ro the Con- 
ſul : the Dardanians retired upon the repore of Phi- 
lip"sapproch; the Actolians invade Th:Oalie , bur 
Philip coming upon them unawares diſgerit them ; 
in the interim the Roman flcer aſliſted Attalas to 
take ſom Iſlands and Towns in the Aegean ſea; re* 
ſerving for themſe lvs the goods and flives which 
were taken, 

P, Velins beeing made Con'ul undertook the Ma» 
cedonian war, but did not anic memorable exploir 
his year, becauſ of the mutinic amoagR bis ſouldi= 
e's who had ſerved in Africk and Sicilie , inthat 
they were not ſuffered tro look home towards lialie, 
whence they had been loug abſrat : in the mean 
time, the Gauls, under Amilcer the Carthaginiao, 
you Placentia and burn't it ; the Romans this 
ent to Carthage, tocall home Amulcar, ro de- 
liver bim ups and the fugitive laves that remained 
at Carthage; anſwer was reruracd that they dif- 
claimed Amilcar, ban:ſhed bim, and confiſcated his 
goods z as for fugitives they knew of none, which 
they had ar led; wil Gy CE EN 
of Corn to Rome, and to the Armie in Macedoa, 
Maſmiſſaiend's two thouſand Numidian 'borſ, but 
the Romans are content with half the agoab-r. Yer-

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mina met the Roman Embaſſadors and Hh. 
them uponrerms of peace. Amilce and bis Gauly 
were overcom by Furixs the Pezror, as they be 
ed Cremona : here Amileer died. &. Puintius F 
ni«s is choſen Conſul, and Macedon allotred to bim 
for his Province, againſt whom Philip prepare's. 
Flaminius tranſport's wi.h him £000 foor, and $00 
horſ, the Romans ſend ro Antiacbus to withdraw 
his armic from the Kingdom of Actalus, who had 
complained again him to the Romans, for this 
invaſion. —_— havi —_— z ©n- 
camp's again lip , but becauf © 
ed laic be:ween them, hee was oe 
to fir ſtill for fourtie daies. 

Philip was willing to end this war upon compoli» 
tion with the Romans, offcring to make amends 
for anie w.ongs hee had don,and to ſer thoſe towns 
free which hee bad taken 3 but refuſed to ſer the 
Theflalians free, who bad been ſubjeRs ro Mace 
donever 6nce tht daics of Alexander: whereu 
the treatic brake off, and the Romans aflailed Phi 
in his camp ; the Conſul having ſent a part of the 
armie, by the conduS of a heardſ-m3n, over the 
mountains, through by paths, ſo that Philip beeing 
eharged both before and behinde, fled with his Ma- 
cedonians, and loſt 2000 men with his _ and 
proviſions, having Icft Thefſalie to ſhift for it ſelf, 
after hce had waſted divers plices, cf it: T, Daintins 
took divers towns in Thefſ-lia, after the Actolians 
and Achamanians had car: ied great boories thence : 
hee beſieged Rhage, but could not rake it, there» 
fore broke up the ſiege, and went for Phocis, wherd 
hee rook minie cowns by affaulc, and in ſhort ſpace 
maſtered it all. I. Puintius the Conſuls brochery 
took two Cities in Euboea, and laid fiege to Cen» 
chree, an haven town and. arcenal of the Corit» 
thians , which made rhe Achzaos fall of from Pl» 
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lip ro the Romans , and ſo much the rather , becauſ 
they found tha: Philip was treacherous and cruel , 
that hee had poiſoned Ararzs, dealt falfly with che 
Meflenians, Epirots, and others 3 that hee went a- 
bout to murther Philopoemen their Governor. Ph . 
lip deſired rhem to ſtand neuters, but they quite re- 
nounced the Macedonian and joined with the Ro- 
man ſide, who iſed ro reſtore Corinth to chem: 
- m6 ay dmg pof Philecles his Lieutenant , took 
Argos from the Achzans , then a meeting was a 
poinced for Titus and the confederates with Philp, 
in which, after thtce daics debate, Philip yielded to 
render Argos and Corinth tothe Achzans, chat hee 
would repair the Temple of YVenxs, and give back 
Perza to the Rhodians, and to Attdus his ſhips 
and priſoners z and that hee wopld grant to the Ae 
colians ſorn part of their countrie , who were not 
coneent with this , but would have all whereupon 
Philip referred himſelf ro the courtebe of the Se- 
nate of Rome, whirher bee ſent his Embafſador 8. 
Queintius defirous to end this bufineſs, before a 
new Conſul ſhould bee choſen, wiſhed all bis con- 
federates to ſend their Embafladors with Philip's z 
who when they came defired that Philip might bee 
diſpofſefſel of Corinth, Chalcis, and Demerrias; 
to which Philip's Embaſſadors could ſaie nothing,” 
baving had no direQion from their King what to 
ſaie in that point; therefore they went back ,with- 
out concluding anle thing : in the mean time Philip 
by his Lieutenant Philecles deliver's up Argos to 
Nahis the Lacedemonian Tyrant, hoping co goin 
the Spartans by this means to his fide ; Nis ſeized 
on the town, baniſhed all the w:althie thar fled , 
took their eſtates, and cauſſed great ſunms of mo» 
nic to bee raiſed for him upon al ſorts, or elf to bee 
whip" and tortured; then made ſom popular laws 
to ingratiate himſclf with the raſcal —— ” - 


this beciog don, Nabic offered to join with Titzs a" 
gainſt Philip, which was accepted ; the Tyrant len» 
ding to the Conſul $00 of his mercinaries of Creeiz 
then made p-ace with Achaa for four moneths, 

Titus and Pbilip becing encamped not far from 
each ocherybut not knowing one the others ſtrength, 
ſent out diſcoverers gon bor( = foot, who meer- . 
ing, fought ; bur with ao great adyantage : within 
_ or three daies afrer, the diſcoverers fought a+, 
gain, and the Macedonians prevailed ; hereupon 
Titzs bring's forth his Legions , Philip did not think 
to hrzard all upon a bartail, bur bearing thar the 
enemies fled, a'tered his purpoſe ; and having got 
over the hils called Cynocephali,(becauſ the knops 
reſembled dogs heads , ſo called ) embattelled his 
men, his Phalauz beeing a great ſquare batrail of 
armed Pikes, did mach annoie the Rowans, who 
had the diſadvantage alſo of the ground , in that 
they muſt climb the bill co fight with the Macedo» 
nians, ſo that they were forced to give back ; but 

Titxs perceiving that Philip's lefe wing ſtood upon 
rugged and uneven ground, hee ſear up the right 
wing of his bartajl with his Elephants, againſt theſe 
diſordered Macedonians, whom hee inſtantly pur to 
flight, and withal, 2000 Romans falling on the | 

rear of the Macedonian Phalaux, routed them ; the 

King perceiving his men caſting dowa their wex 
pons, and the Romans at his back on the higher 
groun1, preſently took his flight for Macedon : in 
this battail died of the Roman armie, which confi 
ted of 26090 , abour 500; of the Macedonians, 
whoſe armic was equal to the Romans, about 8000z 

and 5oco raken priſoners. 

While the Romans were buble in the chaſe, the 

Actolians ſcized upon the bootie , by ſacking the 

camp, and bragged "that the viRorie was got by 


their yalour 3 which ſo offcaded Titws ; that bee 
| lighted 
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flighted them. Lariffa a citic of Thefſalie yielded 

to Titus; in this town Phil'p had caufcd all his Let» * 
ters to bee burned , as giving it for loſt. Lucas 
was alſo caken by the Romans ; the Rhodians re- 
covered the Province of Perea : in the interim , 
Philip d:ove the pilfcriog Dardanians out- of his 
countrie , and ſent Embafladorstotreat with Titss, 
ſubmircing to refer allro his owa diſcrerion : a truce 
of 15 daies was granted for the King to com hbia- 
ſelf, and Tits ſent Leners to his affociates, to ſend 
their agents 3 when all were aſſembled at the en» 
trance of Tempe, the Actolians murmured at the 
peace to bee made with Philip ; ſaying, that che 
Grecian liberties were betrai-d, and that Philip 
would incroach on them, as before ; Titus tuld them 
that the Roman cuſtom was not to defſtroietheic 
yanquiſhed Kings in the firſt war, till they ſhould 
rebel ; and withall auced them, that Philip ſhould 
not wrong them : the Actolians demanded the 


towns which once belonged to them, which was de» 


nied them by the Romans, in regard they having 
made xe ce before with Philip, which freed the Ro= 
mans from their forgzer i , wherein they 
pormiſed the towns to the Levoliaes, and themſelys

{nicus was threatned by Ptolomle Energetes, had hee 
not been hindred by ſom commotions at home : bee 
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made a great fl-er of Ships, thinking thereby to f _ 


preſs his ſubjeRs, bur his ficet was caſt away b 
ftorms , and hee hardly eſcaping, was pitied 
received into favor agaio by his own ſubjeAs : bee 
waSafte.ward overcom ina bÞttail by Pcolemie, and 
afrer that by his brother Amiiacbus Hieraz, whom heg 
had invited with his armie againſt P:o/omie 3 but 
Prolomie made pe:ce with him for ten years.

Prufias King of B.thynia came to Rome; when 
hee entred the Sehate bee fell down and kifled the 
threſhold; calling the Fathers his Gods and Savi- 
ours, wearing 2 cap after the manner of ſlaves n:wly 
mannumiſed; his errand was to commend to the Se- 
nate the care of his ſon Nicomedes , whom hee 
brought to receiv education : hee feritioned for ad- 
diction of ſom rowns, which was denied him , bur 
the wardſhip of his ſon was undertken by the Se- 
_ nate: Maſaniſſa was yet in favor with the Romans, 
in whoſe behalfche Carihaginians were commanded 
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to let go all they dereined lily from the 
King, and to pale 5oo talents, for bindering him ſo 
long of his due : hee ſentro Rome one of his ſons 
to congratulate the yiftorie over Perſexs, and offer- 
ed to com himſelf to ſacrifice to 7opiter in the Ca- - 
pitol; his good will was accepted;his ſon rewarded, 
and hee defired to ftaie at Rome. 

Cotys the Thracian ſent to excuſe | himſelf for 
aiding Perſexs, ſeeing hee w1s bound to him by ho- 
ſlages, and to intreat that bis ſon who was taken 
with the children of Perſeus might bee ranſomed : 
his excuſe wasrejeRted , ſering bee 'voluncarily 
gave hoſtages ro Perſexs ; bur his ſon was ſent bome 
ranſom-free, with admonition co carrie bimſelf ber- 
ter towards the Romans. Perſeus. and Gentize were 

| led in triumph with their children and friends, be- 
fore the charriors of <£miliue and Amicius, 1nd then 
were ſent to priſon , whereas ir was the minner 
when the Triumpher went cowards che Capitol to 
ſacrifice , that the Captivs were put rodeath; but 
P1ſew his life was ſpared, yee died not long after in 
priſan : rwo of h's ſons alſo died , the younger be- 
came 2 Joiner, Thus ended the Kingdom of Mace- 
don, having continued from the death of 4'exan- 
ander till now , cightſcore years, The Triumph 
of Paulus txceeded in glorie and wealth that of

The cauſ of this diſregarding good fouldiers 
among Princes, is this, which hath wrought one and 
the ſame cffeR in all times, and among all N:ti- 
ot, that thoſe which are neareſt cheir perſon(which 
Martial-men (cldom are) can with no grace 
commend, or at leaſt magnific a fhon far 
more noble then their own , ſeeing therein they 
ſhould onely minde their waters of they 
did unto others, in giving leſs honor and reward ro 
men of far greater deſcrying, and of far greater uſe 
themſelvs. 

Superſtition captivares the wiſdom of the wiſeRt, 
where the belp of true Religion is wanting. 

The familiar cuſtom among Princes and 
Eſtie, of violating Leagues, doth make the Oaths 
of Confederation ſeem of no validitie. 

A Prince, by racking his Sovereign autoricie ro

A/d-uba''s camp wor 
dring an4 forrowing to ſ-e tha: flame, ran manic 
of them to h<Ip the Numiciars, others ran up to 
the rampart to ſe: the flame; in the mean while 
Scipio let's vpn the camp, ard kindles as great 4 
flame in it ; A/d-/ub.l perceiving the Romans thre,

J. 4/druhba! put himſelf intothe next crown, with 
two thouſand four, and hve hunJred hor, but fear 
ing that the town wou'd open the gates to Scipio , 15 
they did afterward, ſhrunk awzy betimes to Car 
thage ; two 0:her rowns made refiſtance , bur were 
quickly raxen by Scipio 3 whoreturn's to the ficge 
af Utica.

in five daies j-urnie of Utica ; Scipio com's to mett 
them, the Armies mect io battail, Sripze placerk ic 
Italian hori in the right wing » Maſamiſſa and bs 
Numidians in the left; Aſ&rwbal in his ny 
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the right wing, Sypbez the left, and the Spaniards 
the bactail ; the Carthaginians and Numidians were 

ickly put to flight by the lralians, the Spanrards 
poghe [4 long tl] chey were all {lain ; Aſdrubal 
cſcape's to Carthage, Sypbax to bis own Kingdom; 
Lehius and Maſanijſa were lent away after Sypbar, 
Supio aie's to take in Towns, aan e of which 
yiclded out of f.ar others hee rook by force : Car- 
thage ſend's away in all hiſte for Anzibal, to com 
home, they alio fortific their cirie, and make readie 
a Navie to ſer upon the Roman Fleet at Utica : 
Scipis in the mean while take's Tunes, and per- 
eciving the Car haginian Flee: making cowards Uri- 
ca to tet upon his Ships, bee haſted thicher, anJ be. 
tore the Cartbagiaians cime, bec bound his great 
Veſſels with cables tog:ther, and made a four-told 
bridg over the chinnel of th: Haven, whereon hee 
placed a thouſand choiſ men with darts to make de» 
fenſ, the Romans having ſure fcoring, had the ber- 
ter of the Caithaginian unſtable and I w veſſels, 
jet they haled away fix Roman ſbips of burthen, 
ani weng with them to Curthage, 

Le':44 and Maſeniſſt had good ſucceſs againſt Sy- 
ptax, for Maſaniſſa got pollefſion of his kingdom 
2gaN ; bur Syphax unwilling hee ſhould enjoic ir 
quietly, by the inſtigation of 4-drubal and his wife 
Sopbeni»1ba, hee raiicd a new armic, with which bee 
en:ountred with the Romans, his horſ had the ber- 
ter a while of M:ſouſſe, who was inferior in horſ, 
b.t the Roman foot Legions advancing, ſo terrifr- 
ed the Numidian borſ, that they began to dizband; 
Syphax making head in perſon again the Romans, 
was ca't from his horſ wounded, and taken priſo- 
ner ; then did all bis Aris flie away, Maſocziſſe 
car: icrh Syphax bound to Cirta the Uhief citie of bis 
Kingdom , upon this fight the gares were opened, 
all ſubmicting to Maſaniſe, who that daic _

lip was met in the waie by Demetr;us Pharius , v1 
was new'y chaſed out of his king/om by the Ko 
mans, a* d was by him welcom«d and cntericined, 
But the Actg)ians avenged the wrongs Con the Eji 
rots and Ph//ip on them, by waſting the countrie, 21 
deftroying the Temple of Dcdona, Phil p, wit 
ve thouſand foot, and five hundred ho:ſ, in t: 
winter- time , came ſuddenly upon the Eleanan! 
Aetolians, took divers towns, and beſtowed then 
on the Achaians, then bee fell upon the cuuncrie of 
Elis, cook great Rore of cattle, and manic pi6- 
ners: th: n hce took the town of Samicum, whither 
the Actolian armie retired, whom h:e ddmitled with 
their lives and arms. 

Lycurgus hearing what ca'amitie fell upon the 
Eleans, quired bis winnings, and went home. 
One Chilon, of the Spartin royal bloud, having got 
a partic of two hundred, fell upon the Ephori, bes 
ing together at ſipper, and 1. w them ; then went 
hee to Lycurgas his houf, but hee eſcaped, Chilon 
thinking to get the peoples aſſent to b:e King, foun! 
that they were more willing to apprehend him 254 
eraitor, therefore hee ſhifted preſently away , ani 
kvcd afrerward in baniſhment and diſgrace : Lya- 
£# return's home, and drive's out th: young King 
Axtſipolis, and ſo made himfſelt ſole King, 

Peilip was much abuſed by apelles his governer 
and treaſurer, who ſought by rigor and ſeveritic ts 
bring the Achaians to the ſame degree of ſubjeRicn 
with the Macedonians , and caulied the King ** 

chul: 
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thu'e FE peratus, an inſufficient wan , for their Pre< 
tor, which much diſpleaſed the Achezns , ſo thar 
they complained of their gricyances to old Aratus ; 
bur Apelies inceavoured to ſupplant Aratus, by ma- 
vog the King belicy, that hee with his ſon were the 
occakony thic the Elcans did thus hold out : and 
that A 4!us, the farhcr, had ciſlwaded Ampludanus 
(whom Pi4/ip emploicd to work the Eleans to obe- 
dence) from negoti-ting with them. to ſubmir to 
the Macedonians. Philip accuilcd the two Arai, 
they pleaded innocencie, which wis fully proved 
by Ampordamus, upon ts return from E lis, ſhewing, 
that hi» accuſation of Apelles, agiinſt the Aratr, 
wis a mer device, and (o the King was fatisfcd, 
Apelles failing inthis plot , indeavoured to remove 
fem the King his fairhfal counce!lonrs , and pur 
ſom creatures of bis own in their rooms ; thile do- 
ngs made 4r4tus retire, ind forvear anie more with 
Stare marrers. Burt Phitep perceiving .that for want 
of Aratus, bee failed &f the monie and corn, where= 
with the Achaians (ſhould have furniſhed 1m, Cole 
ſo with himand his ſon , chvt by their means, be 
obteined hftie ralerts, with fore of corn fromthe 
Achaians, 3nd fo provided to invade the Acto;:tars, 
Eleins, 2nd Lacedemenians. 

Phil having prepared a!! rhings for war, pur to 
ſer, 2nd lai ded inthe Ile of Cepallonir, where 
bee befeged rhe rown vf Palca , but Leontiny , cap- 
rin of the Targettiers, hiwing mide a hagve vith 
Apelles, ro crofs the King's defigns, wis the occafh- 
on, that aftcr a breach was mace in the wall, ard 
the rewn readie ro b=c taken, the Mocedonians were 
7ur ro the foil, which much vexed the King, This 
Leentins alſo wovld have perſuad: d Philip ro go a + 
cainſt Lycurgue, then waſting the Meficnians covg=- 
ri ; bur Aratui to'd the King, that bee wer? berrer 
arr'e the war into Actolia .fnce the Pretor was 
Z 2 gon 
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gon whence to roave abroad. T his advice the King 
took, and it proved ſuccesful, for bee beat the Actc- 
1110s two or three times, razed a goocly Temple 
thcirs, and carried away much bootic. Aﬀer this, 
the King made a great feaf, at which Lecatias, art 
Megalias his contederatelate heavie ; atecr the teak, 
th y cailed 2g1inſt Aratus, and made a great uproar, 
Aratas arculcth Mergalias of hindering thc King) 
viRorie at Pclea, and his compa with Ajeles ; tor 
which the King condemned him in wentie calcnt: 
with one Ceinen his fellow. x 
The ſame year , Philip over-ran the countrice! 

TL a:cdemon, and carried with him back ro Corinth 
rich booties ; where Enbaſſadors, attending t 
make race, between Philip and the Greek Stats, 
The Ac oliansrefolved to ſue for pcace with P/4%y, 
knowing what bad lucceſs they had lately had, and 
how weak: the Eleans and Spartans were to belp 
them. In the mean while, Leontivs and Megalia 
raiſes a (edition in the armie againſt the King, which 
was {on "ppeaſed, and the ewo anthors beeing at 
fraid , ſencto Apelles ro repair to Corinth , and 
mike their pace with the King : Apelles came, becs 
ing accompanied with a great train of fouldiers, 
but had no admittance to the King, wherefore hi 
guard forſook him 3 upon this, Megalias ran away 
berimes to T hebes,and beeing purſucd New himfclt, 
tor his letters were intercepted, writing to the Aeto* 
lians by which the King found kow hce was abuſcd 
and impoveriſhed by theſe three traitors. Lone 
alſo was apprehend-d, and Apeles with his ſon; ail 
which died in priſon. The Aetolians hearing 
theſe p.flages, and that the King's Targettiers wer! 
offenied at the dearhot Lrontius, for whom thei 
labored to intercede with the King, they refu'cd t 
hea ken to peace z of which the King was no forrs, 
koi bg now through'y to ſubdue them. But the

The peace berwe ip anl Annbal becing 
confirmed by a (ole —_ b:fore the Carthagini- 
mn 2nd Micedoniafh Gods , there aroſe a bor faction 
imong the M-flayians, between their Nobilicie and 
Commons : Phil:;p was inireares to compound theſe 
diferepccs, which hec made fheiy to do, but unders 
hind fomented thems, fo the Commons fl:w vo 
bundred of their Magiſtates : for this ercacherie, 
King Phil p was publickly reproved by yonung 4 ” 
tzs ; the Ki nz ſmo:hered his anger , an{caking old 
ara ws by the band, were with him to the caſtle of 
lttome over Mefſene,anl there ſacrificed ; but ſhew- 
ng the entrails of the beaſt to Aratuy, hee aSked 
2 whether hee might nor, by che Higns hee found 
in them, keep poſſeſlion of "that caſtle which com» 

mande | the further parts of Peloponneſus : Aratus 
tld him , hee were better keep his faith then thar 
crtle, Phi/ip yielded to this advice, though difſua- 
ded by D-metrius Pharius, and maile a voiage into 
Epirus, wherein Aratus forſook him , and itaicd at 
home. In Epirus, withoat anic color , hee ſcized 
von the rown of Oricum, and laid fiege ro Apol- 
lonia 3 in the interim , comy's M,, Palerius the Ro»

In cad of Aratus fNo:d up Philopormen , wh: 
had don good (er vice to 1ntigans againſt Cleomenr;; 
he ſp ne moſt of his rime in Crete : at bis return, he 
bad charge of the horf, and afterward choſen Pr; 
tor of the Achaians ; hee caught theſe his countries 
men to bee good ſouldiers, caufling them ro change 
their light armor into heavier. Act this time, Mate 
nidas, ſucceffor ro Lyrwger, was tyrant of Lacde 
mon; 2n <cnemie to the Achaians , who offcre [i 
b-rtie, wh ch hee hated ; hte enrered the countrie of 
the Ma':tineans, where bee was encountered by Pl 
h5o-men, and a great batrail fought, 'n which, a 
firſt, Machmidas had the butrer, but whil & hee to! 
far purſued the Achainsin their flizht , Philopornn 
aivanced ag:inſt the Laced:monians that Qa'ed 
bebinde , and putting them in diſorder as ih!y 
were getting over a ditch , chaſed them our of the 
held ; Methanides returning , and finding bs 
armice routed , thought to paſs a bridg whic 
Philopoemon had made good again him, bur ther: 
hee was kille{ by Phi/aparmon's owa h:nd,and(o tha 
war came* to an end, 

The Mace/onian having made peace with the 
Romans and Artolians, reſolved to make wat + 
gainſt Attalus King of Pergamus, who had joine! 
with the Romns and Aertolians in wir againſt him 
the fortunc of this Attals? began in Phileterns ba 
Uncle, who beeing put in truſt by his maſter Lyſine 
cus, King of Thrace, with his monic, hee f:div 
Aſia, and ſeized upon the rown of Pergamus , and 
nine thouſand Tal:nts belonging to Ly/imachu ;

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there hee reigned ewentie years as a King, and lef 
Pergaius to Eumen*s bis brother ; hee won a vi-

tor their aid. Sulpiczxe becing cncawped upon the ti- 
ver of Apſus, fent Apuſtias with part of the Armic, 
who to k from Peilp (undrie Caftles and towns, 
an. beat Athenego a8 the Macedonian Commander; 
this ſucceſs drew divers Princes into th: Roman 
fricndihip : to the Actolian Parliament, came the 
Roman, Macedcnian, and Athenian Eaibatladors: 
the Macedonians withed them to continue their 
league with Phiap, and not totruſt the Romans, 
who aimed to erflaye them ro their Srate, as 
they had don Syracuſe and other places ; the Athes 
n an; ſpoke birterly agiint the barbarouſneſs of Phi- 
bp, and his profanenels in ſpoilng the 1 cmplics cf 
their Geds; the Romans declared , that the war! 
ey had undertaken in Greece, was for the Acto- 
lians, who if they joined w.th Philip , ſhould b:: 
utterly deſtroicd, Dorrmachurs the Actolian Prator 
Rood up and told them , that they muſt deliberate 
further of ſo great a buſineſs. 

Shorrly after, Saljitize and Philip's Armie me: 
ia the countrie of the DeMircerii, in the urmolt bor- 
ders cf Macedon towards Illyria z fom skirm ſhes 
there were, in which the Maccdoni:ns were wortt- 
cd ; anam buthwas laid by Philipro entrap the Ro- 
mIns, but it was diſcovered by the Targerteirs of 
Philip, who rin haſtily away upon the Romans 2p 
proch ; they with their Elephaors in the front pre- 
ſented barrail ro Philip, who refuſed ir , therefore 
divers of the Roman Armie went t5 forrsging, and 
were cut off by Philip 's men ; Su/pitins hearing of 
this ſent all his horſ before, hee came after with the 
Legions ; at firſt the Romans hid the worſt but the 
Legions coming is, emboldened the borſ ro nuke 2 

[t- 
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recharge , which put the Macedonians to flight , 
manic of whom periſhed in bogs and marithes. 
Philip's hort was Gain under him, who had been 
taken, if hee had not been mounted the ſooner up- 
on a fri-nds horl, who for his kindneſs loft his own 
life, as hee was running away on foor : Philip hear- 
ing (hat the Iliyrians an4 Dardanians had fallen 
upon his countrie , (Perſeus, Philip's young ſon bec- 
ing called away from cuſtodic of the ftraights of 
Pelagonis) made haſte homeward, but was pnrſu- 
ed and overtaken by the Romans, who forced him to 
quit the firong place wherein bee cncamped hime 
ſelf : manic rowns thereabour yielded tro the Con- 
ſul: the Dardan ans r:ticed upon the report of Phi- 
bp vapproch; the Actolians invade T heflalic , bur 
Philip coming upon ther unawares diſgerſt chem ; 
in the neerim the Roman fleet athit#cd Attalus to 
take ſom 1ſlhnis and Towns in the Acgenn fea; re-+ 
ſcrving tor themſclvs the gouds and lives which 
were tacen, 

P, Velius breing made Con'ul unJlertook the Ma- 
cedonan war, but did not anice menorable exploie 
fis year, becauſf of the mutinic among his ſculdi- 
e's who had ſerved m Africk and Siciiie, inthe 
they were not ſuffered ro Ilcok home towards Iralie, 
whence they h1d b:en log abſine: in the mean 
time, the Gauls, under Amie the Car higinian, 
took Placentia and burn ct it ; the Romans upon this 
ſent to Carthage, tocall howe Amilear, and tode- 
liver him up, and th* fugitive flaves that remained 
n Carth»ge ; anſwer was returned that they diſ- 
claimed Amiliar, barvihed him, and confiſcated his 
goods ; 2s for fugitives they knew of none, which 
they had not delivered : withall ch:y ſent great ſtore 
of Corn to Rome, and to the Armie in Mace+on, 
Maſeniſſalend's two thouſand Numidimn borf, but 


the Romans are content with half the namber. Yer - 
"LL. 
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mina met the Romin Embaſſidors and agreed with 
them uponterms of peace. Amilces and his Gaul: 
were overcom by Fwrtus the Pcexror, as they betieg- 
ed Cremona : here Amilcar died. Y. Duintias Flam- 
wi4s is choſcn Conſul, and Micedon allotted co him 
for hs Province, againſt whom Pb./ip prep 's, 
Flamin'us tranſport's wih him £0:0 foor, and 8c: 
horf, the Romans {end to Antiochus to withdraw 
his 2rmic trom the Kingdom of Artalus, who had 
complained againſt him to the Remins, for this 
invahon. Duns baving dilchargrd Pikas, en 
camp's againſt Pb:lip, but becauſ ct the boggit 
grounds whi:h laic be ween theo, hee was forced 

to fir ill for fourtic daies 
Philip was willing to end this war upon com ot 
ticn with the Romans, offtcring to make amends 
tor anir wor gs hee had do1and to fer thoſe towns 
free which het bad taken 3 but refuſed to fer the 
Th. flalians free, who bad beta ſubjeRs ro Mace- 
donevcr bncethe Calcs of Alexrenders : whercupen 
the treatic brake: of an41 the Romans aflailed Phil 
in his camp ; the Conſul having lent a part of the 
armir, by the condut of a heardſ min, over the 
wwuatains, throught y paths, ſo that Philip beeing 
sba:ged burh before and bchince, fled with his Ma- 
cedonians, and loſt 2000 men with his Carmp 3nd 
proviſions, having Ieft Theflalie to th tr for itlel!, 
after hue had waſted divers places, ct it: T, Ouintis! 
took divers towns in Thefl.lia, after the Aetolians 
and Achamnians had carried great booties thence : 
hee befieged Rhage, but could not take ir, there» 
fore broke up the liege, and went for Phocis, where 
hee rook minie rowns by affaulc, and in ſhort ſpace 
maſtered it all. LT. Duiniius the Conſuls brother, 
rook two Cities in Euboea, ard laid fiege to Cen- 
chree, an haven town and arcenal of the © orin- 
thians , which cnade rhe Achzans fall off from Ph 
bp 
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lip to the Romans, 2nd fo much the rather , becaul 
they found cha: Philip was treacherous and cruel , 
that hee had poiſoned Aratus, dealt falfly with the 
Meflenizns, Epirots, and others ; that hee went a- 
bout w murther Philoprmen their Governour. Phi . 
lip delired rhem to ſtand neuters, but they quite re- 
nounced the Macedonian and joined with the Ro- 
min ide, who promiſed to reftore Corrnth eto them: 
Plalip by the beip of Philacler his Lizurenant , took 
Argos tom the Achzans, then a mezting was ap= 
pointed tor Titus and the confederates with Philsr, 
in which, after three daics debatc, Ph1/ip yieldes to 
re- der Argos and Corinth tothe Acheans, that hee 
would repair the Temple of Vena, 2nd give back 
Perza to tle Rhodians, and ro 4/tdas bis th ps 
and priſoners z and that hee wou'd g ant to the Ac» 
tolians ſom pare of their countris , who were nct 
content with this , but would bac all whereumon 
P lip referred himſelf eo the courtche + # ine Sc. 
nate of Roincs wiicher hee ſent his Eni4(lador $, 
Qaintizs defirous tro end this bu'ineſs, before a 
ntw Contul thould bee choſen, wiſhed all his con- 
tederares to {:nd their Embaſſadors wich Philip's; 
who wh'n they came defirtd that Philip might bee 
diſpoſſeiſed ot Corinth, Chalcis, and D.metrias; 
to which Pirkp's Emballidors could faic noch ng, 
taving had no direRion from their King what t0 
laie in that point; therefore they went back , with- 
out concluding anie thing : in the mean tine Philp 
by his Lieutenant Philzctes deliver's up Arg ta 
Nahis the Lacedemonian Tyrant, hoping to gain 
the Spartans by this means to hs ſid: ; Navi ſeized 
on the rown, baniſhed all the w:althie thar fied , 
took their eſtates, and cauſſed great ſumms of mo+ 
nie to bee raiſed for him uron all ſores, or elf to bee 
whip'tand tortured; then made ſom populer laws 
to ingratiate higalclt with the ralcal _—_ C 
GC 
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this becing don, Nabis offered to join with Titus a+ 
gainſt Pbulip, which was accepted ; the Tyrant lene 
ding to the Conſul 600 of his mercinaries of Cree:; 
then made p-ace with Achza for four moneths, 

Titus and Philip becing encamped not far from 

each orher bur not knowing one the others flrengt), 
ſerit out diſcoverers both borl and foot, who mcer- 
ing, fought ; but with no great adyantage ? witi.n 
two or three daies after, the diſcoverers fought a- 
gain, and the Macedonians prevailed ; hereupon 
Titzs bring's forth bis Legions , Philip did not think 
to hazard all upon a battail, bur hearing that the 
enemies fled, a'rcred his purpoſe ; and having got 
over th: tyls called Cynocephali,(becauf the knops 
reſemb\cd dogs keads , focalled ) embatrelled his 
men, his Phalavx bceing a great ſquare batrail of 
armed | ikes, did much annoie the Remans , who 
had the diſadvantage alſo of the ground , in that 
they muſt climb the hill ro fight with the Macede- 
nizns, ſo that they were forced to give back ; but 
Titxs perceiving that Philip's lefs wing ſtood upon 
rugg:d and uneven ground, he* (ent up the right 
wing of his batrail with his Elephants, agiinſt theſe 
difordered Macedonians, whom bee inſtant! y put to 
fligh:, ard withal, 2050 Romans falling on the 
rear of th- Macedonian Phalaux, routed them ; the 
King perceiving his mea cafting down their wer 
pons, and the Romans 'at his back on the higher 
groun1, preſently rouk his flight for Macedon : in 
this batta1l died of the Roman armies which con$- 
ſted of 24000 , about 700; of the Macedonians, 
whoſe armie was equal tothe Romans, about 80co; 
nd 40-0 taken priſoners, 

Whilethe Romans were bulie in the chaſe, the 
Actolians ſrized upon the hootie , by ſacking the 
camp, and bong the viRoric was gor by 
their yalour ; which ſo offended Titws , thar bee 

flighted 
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lighted them. Larifla acitic of Thefſalie yielded 
io T1t4s; in this town Philip had cautlcd all his Let» 
ters to bee burned , as gviag it for lofts. Lucas 
was alſoraken by the Romans ; the Rhodians re- 
covered the Province of Perea : in the interim , 
Pui/ip d ove the pilf.ring Dardanians out of his 
counmrte , and ſent Emballadorstocreat with 7'tss, 
ſubmitcing to reter all ro his own diſcretion : a truce 
of 15 daies was graated for the King to com him 
ſelf, and Titus (ent Lerters to his affociates, ro (cnd 
their agents 3 when all were affembled at the cn- 
trancc of Tempe, the Actolians murmured at the 
pexce ro bee made with Philip ; Caying, that the 
Grecian liberties were betrai'd, and that Philip 
would incy2ach on them, as betore ; Tits told them 
that che Roman cuſtom was not to deſtroie their 
ynquithed Kings in the ficlt war, till they ſhould- 
revel ; and withall aflured chem, that Pixiap ſhould 
not wrong them : the Aetolianz demanded the 
towns which ence belonged to them, which was dc= 
nizd them by the Romans, in regard they havi 
made je ce before with Pblip, which freed the Ro= 
mans from their former ingzgement, wherein they 
pormiſed the towns to the Aetolians, and chemfelys 
to haverh- pillage+ 
The more willing was Titzs to mike? peace, be» 
cauſ Antiocbus was coming with an armic fron Sy- 
ria, and the new Conſuls at Rome were againit the 
peace, hoping they ſhould have the honor co con- 
clude the war : minie Senators alfo were again 
it, pre: ending that Philip would prove treacherous, 
and break the pexce when hee ſaw cauſ ; but rhe mar- 
terbecing referred to the peop'e, the peace was con - 
cluled z Corinth was reſtored tothe Achzans, and 
the other Greek towns to libertie : the conditions 
of the "eace were theſe ; that Philip ſhould with- 
Cray bis garriſons out of all his Greck rowns, and 
con- 
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conſign them to the Romans, th:t hee ſhould de. 
liver all Captives and Renegadoes , all his wa:- 
Ships ſave five little ones, and one of great big 
neſs ; that hee ſhould paic 1000 Talents , the on: 
half ia band, the other in ten years : Titus ſent lets 
rers to Pruſcas King of Bithynia, ſignifying the peice 
made with Phil'p, and requiring thit the Ciani b « 
r<Rtored to lib: ric 1; the Beotians not without T ita 
his conſcnt, murthered their Prator , for which Cc. 
vers Roman ſouldiers were found murchcred by th: 
people : Titzs required ſatisfaction ; to wit, that the 
murtherers ſhould be delivered to him, and 50: 
Tal nts, for the lofs of his 500 fouldiers 2 this bee 
ing der'cd, hee f.1!'s ro waſting of the countrie, 
and befirging of rheir towns; ar laſt, by che m:0i 
ation of the Athenians and Achaans, hee was pa- 
cihed, and contre with 30 talents, 2nd the puniſh» 
ment of the off nde1s:2t the Io hmians games, Tits! 
caufied th: libertie of the Greek tons to bce pro- 
cl:imed, contrarie to the exipecation of manie, 
who doubted the Romans more then the Macedo» 
nians : ſo that there was exceeding great Joic. Em. 
baſla'ors com from 4nticchar, who is withed by Tis 
tus to abMiin from the free Cirics in Aftz, and to 
reſtore 21! bel-nzing to P:1/omtie or Philip, and that 
hee ſhould nor paſs ever his armic into Europe:

and caufled the Hebrew Copie of the Law which 
Fl-azay lent bim, ta bee tranſlaced in'o Greek, |.y 
ſcyentie two Interpreters; it 15 thought that Fiſts 
the ſon of Syrach was one of theſe Interpreters 2 
dee reigned fourtie years , hee was the firit 
King of Al:zandvrs Succeflort, who mired in's 
lergue with the Romans : after his death I exdice the 
ſecond wite of Antiocbus Thros poiſoned! hin, and 
by perm'(Thon of her ſon Seleucius Callirions , rour- 
thered B-renice and her fon which ſhee bore to Thess; 
but La0dice w1s pur to death by th- people, and Cat- 
mes was throatned by Ptolomie Encygetes, had hee 
10; bern hindced by fom commotions at home : bee 
made 
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made a great fl-et of Ships, thinking thereby to ſup- 
preſs his ſubjeQs, but bis fleet was caſt away by 
forms, and hee hardly eſcaping, was pitied and 
received into favor again by his own ſubjcQs ; he: 
waSafte wird overcom ina bail by Prolome, and 
atter that by his brother Aniabus Hitrax, whom hee 
bad invi ed with his armic againſt Pierre ; be! 
Prolomie made peice w.th him for ten years, Ants: hs 
thoaght his brother h:d been Cead,, hoe went with 
his nercicaric Gauls againt Eumencs King of Per. 

amus, who laid hands on bum, and forced him to 
ranſ.m himſclt wich momic : alter this, Antocbu 
was beaten by Eumeats, ard then by his brother St- 
leutns. Atiocbus Hitrax, or the Hawk ſo called fron 
his rapacitie, fled :o Cappadocia, where hee was 
likely et» be: berraied by bis father in law 4/tan- 
mes 2 thence hee fled to Prolorie , who impriſon:d 
hin, but h-c eſcrpe. by means of an Harlot , and 
falling into the hands of thieves, was by thum mur- 
thered, Seleacys beeing raken priſoner by Arſ@r1 
the firſt Parihian King, and diſmiſſed ; but return- 
ing home, bee broke his neck by a fall from his 
horſ, having reigned twenti: years ; his fon Seles- 
£45 Ceranums reigned three yrars, and then was flain 
by Nicer and Apatwins a Gaul. Aches flew the 
trairors, and took charge of the armie raiſed againkt 
Attalus. 

Antiochus the brother of Seleucas began his reign 
at fi rcen years of age, which laſted thi-tic fix years; 
ſoon after died Ptolomie Exergetes, ſo called fur 16 
covering the Idols which Cambyſes carried into Pere 
fia : hee relieved Aratns and the Achxans, and took 
part with Cleoments ; hec annexed to Egypt, 55 
rene; hee intended to make war againſt che Jews, 
beciuſ that Owe) the High Prieſt refuſed to piic 
bis Tribute of 1wertie Talents, but was paciied b

for this Ptelomie hid won Calofyria, with Pale ſting 
from Seleucus Callie, hoe reign:d twentie fix 
y:ars, after whole death, Antzochus becing counſel. 
led by bis Proteor Hermes, made war againlt the 
Egyptians, but ro none effect ; for hee was Ropped 
in the waie by Theodotus, who ſerved unler Pto's- 
mie, and Xenortas, whom bee ſent with an armic a- 
gain't Melo his Lieutenant in M-dia,who had rebels 
led ; was overthrown byrthis Mis, who became 
Lord over all thit Countrie : for hee having 1:ft 
his Camp and Baggage purpolcl7 to intrap Xene- 
tas, came 8pon him and his armie, as they were 
careleſly after feaſting fallen to ſ(lc-p, and (© killed 
bim and his companie ; this don, Ms{s took the camp 
which was onthe other fide of Tigris, Xenetus his 
armie beeing all fled, and rook Scleucia, then wa- 
ted the Province of Babylon as far as the red- Sea, 
«nd then won the Citie of Suſay this ſad news com 
ing to Antioch, whileſt hee hie in the vale of 
Marſyas, made him give off his ecterpriſe of reco- 
rering Calofyria, and to haſte in perſon againſt 
Malo, as Fpigints had adviſed him , who for this 
cauſ was (hin by thepraRice of Heymizs : when 
the King came in ſight of Melo's armie, the whole 
left wing revolced to Antiochut, which Mole perceiv, 
ing, killed himſelf, and fo did divers of his 
friends, 

Afr this, having heard that his Queen Lasdice 
had brooghe him forth a ſon, hee went 2ga nſt Arte- 
beyenes, reigning in Atropatia, berween the Caſpi- 
an and Euxin (ca, who yiclded ro Antiochus, Atcer 
this, returni”g home ward, hee was told how trea- 
cherous Hermias was to him , wherefore hee gave 
order, thar hee ſhould bee made away, which was 
don ; and ſo odious hee was, thit his wife and chil. 
dren w-re toned to death. Achewus intended to in» 
wade Syria in the King's abſence, but heating of his

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return, defifted, and was ch-cked by the King fo: 
his preſumption. After thi”, Aatiochus took in Selew 
ei2, called by Antigenus it's tounder , Antigonit: 
and by the treacherie of Theodatus the Actolian, wh 
had oppoſed Antiechus before , hee got T yrus an! 
Proloma's, with ſom «ther rowns , and good or 
of Pioomie's ſhips, then he intenced ro mke x 
Journie into Egypt. Ptylamie gave himſelf to his 
pleaſures 3 Agatbocles and S1ibtus, the ewo chick men 
of Egypt, provided for the war : divers Embaſly 
dors trom Rhodes, Byzantium , and Cyzicus, ard 
the Actolians defired to tzke vp the quarrel, Anti 
chus granted the Egyptians a truce for four monethy 
this was but to lull than aflcep, till hee had brougy: 
rebellious Acheus ro ſom good order, S:1:utus clar 
mcd Syria , as belonging to Selencis his anceſtor, 
The Egyptians pleaded that Frolomie , the ſon © 
Liyi, had won Ceeloſyria, 3nd that hee had grati- 
fied Selrucns, by afliſting him to recover Babylon, 
and the countries about Euphrates. 

Ptoloriie would have alſo Achenus compre hende! 
in the league, which Antiochus refuſed , hee beeing 
his rebel ; ſo the eruce exſpired,and both Kings took 
the ficld. Anticchus was relifted by Ptolornes cape 
tains at the paſſage of Libanus, whence art laſt hee 
drave them, and took divers towns, the Arabians 
followed him, ycr Piclomie got the viRtoric ; and 
Antioch1us who had feventie thouſand fore, and fr 
thouſand horf, ws forced to yicld , baving loſta 
thouſa!d f-or, and four hundred horſ; and fearing 
left Pro/omie and Acheus ſhould both fer upon him 
ar once, hee mide his peace with the Egyprian , and 
ente:cd into lrazue with Atialury and thin bent his 
forces agninſt Acheus, whom kee belieged in the ci- 
r:e of Sirdes about two years; at laſt, by the help 
of L2g97ae, who obleryed by the quicr frting of the 
ravens upon the walls, that they were not guarded, 
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extered the town , Logoras hive [crlled the bigh 
walls wichour rchitance : Aghrens held fill chic caftle, 
but at laſt was berrated by one Bobs, a Cretan, and 
Cambylus, a follower of Anticchus , who pretending 
with 41:42nus, a mcitenger, fiom Prolom:e, that they 
would ſatcly conveigh him to Piolomie, who had in- 
:nded ro imploic him againſt Antzbus : they 
bound bim faſt, zfrer they had got him our of the 
caſtle, and delivered him ro Anttocbus for 2 great 
um of monic. Antiochus weeping for joie atthe 
vghe of Adbews, put him cruelly ro death, and fo the 
caſtle yielded ro the King, whereby hee gor polic(s 
on of all :gain, that was his, inthe lcfler Ara. In 
the mean time, Prolomie had goo] fuccels agiinſt 
attalus, King of Pergamus ; but was much troubled 
with a rebcllion of his own SubjeRs, which at laſt 
bee ſuppreſſed.

zed by the Barbarians, but bee rebuilt him , and 
red:emed the inhabitants that were carried away in- 
to ſlavericzand:'o accompliſh theſe things the berter, 
hee went with one halt of his armic againſt T hrace, 
the other half h:e lefr to repair the Citie,this domi-

L. Coineliue is now ſent from Rome, to dcfire 
Antiochns to redcliver to Ptolomit bis towns, which 
bee had lately taken, as alſo to give up the towns 
of | ec belonging to Philip, which hee newly. oc 
cupi-d : hee warned the King alſo not to trouble 
the free Ciris, and asked of him the reaſon of hy 
journic into Europe : Antiochus anſwered, that bet 
came :o tight the oppreti. d Lyſimachians,to recover 
his forcfath-rs Dominions. and &: fired him norto 
crouble himſelf with his affairs in Altag for hee was 
purpoſed to ſatisfie Piolornie, and to enter into leaget 
with him, and to make the free Cities beholding ts 
himfclf : the Embaſſadors of Smyrna and Lam 
placus acculed ihe King vetore the tomans, but he!

ſolencie, as likewiſe of the tyrarnie of the Judges 
who at Carthage held their offices for their lives ; 
and ſo opprefled and robbed the people as they 
plealed z purting the Publick treaſure into their 
own purſes , and raificg tributes vpon the people. 
Anbal complained of this,and propoſed a law, that 
Judges ſhould bee choſen yearly, which was appro» 
ved of by the citizens, Burt Anmba''s enevies 
wrote letrers co Rome , that the Barchine faRion 
grew ſtrong again, and that {nnibal would bee thort- 
ly in arms, and that ſecrer meiſſrges paſt berween 
him and Anticchus, Herewpen C, Servilius, I, Te- 
ratins, and M. Cluid us Mecillus , were ſent Bm» 
bafladors , prerending the compoſure of ſom diffe= 
ren-es between the Carthaginians and M ſaniſſe. 
Amibel tearing his own dangers ficd in che daik to a

A a3 Amnibal 
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Amibal w1s roiilly cntertemed at Tyre, the mo- 
ther citic of Carthage ; thence hee went to Antioch, 
and mifling of the King, vitieed his fon in Daphas, 
who friendly (ent him to his father ac Eph:ſus. The 
Acrolians cried out againſt the Romans, tor ſtay'ng 
ſo long in Greece , tor keeping their garriſons in 
Demeirias, Chalcis, and the Acocorinth : but the 
Achenians upbraided the Actolians for their ing'a- 
titude, and they with the other cities in Greece, Ce- 
fircd Titns to rake ſuch order with theſe Aetolian 
theevs, that they might be forced to keep home;an! 
that Naba the tyrant , might fer 41g's at libertic, 
to which motion, Titus was inclinable. Antiorhu 
dcfired a confirmation of the peace with the Ro- 
mans, but Tits anſwered, that the ten Embaſſadorr, 
his aſliftan's, were gon to Rome, and that withor: 
them hee could do nothing. Great prepararicn is 
made againſt Nabi , both by th: Romans, Pls, 
and the Achaians by land ; and ty the Rhodian' 
and Eumnes by ſea. Som of the Argives, m23n'ng 
ro open their gates ro the Romans , were &d r*&:4 
and ſlain. Nabis had an armie cf five thouſand, 
but moſt of mercenarics and lives ; fourſcore of 
the honeſt c'tiz.ens, whom hee ſuſpeRed , were by 
bm impriſoned and ſhin, tv keep the reſt in a» 
hee alſo oprenly whip't,and fl:w ſom poor wretches, 
thiovgh the ſtreers of Sparta , wiom hee ſuſpeRce 
wou'd flic to the encmie ; then hee welcomed th: 
en. miewith a {illic our of Sparta , bur was beater 
back with loſs, Titzs waſted all the countric at ow 
Gy:theum, Nabs his chief crown, is beſieged by (aa 
inthe rown, thir+ wire ewo govern urs, the one us 
on (uſpicion of Ierrirg in the Romins, was lain by 
the other ; 3nd this ſurviver, at laft, gave up tht 
place, departing (in ſaferic) with his garriſons 
$parrs, Pythatoras the for-in-law of Nabi, came 
tc telicy the rown, buttce ate ; hoe was therefore 
leue 
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ſent by Navii eo TituF, to intreat for peace, Nabis 
was permitted to com and parlie , who Rtood much 
upon his innocencie and fadelitie to the Romans ; 
but Titus accuſed him of tyrannie, and that hee had 
occupied M: flene, a contederal town of the Ro. 
mans ; that hce had intended to mke 2 league with 
Philip their enemic, and that his flcet had rcbbed 
manic of their ſhips about the cape of Mabea : ar 
laſt, Nabu was contented to relinquiſh Argos, and 
was enjoined not to ſuffer the Lacedemonians to 
have ovght to do in Crete, nor to make anic confee 
deracics, or war, ellwhere, nor tobinde anie town 
or caſtle on his own handy, nor to kcep above twa 
{m2}l barques, and co paie one hundred talenc of G1- 
ver ou: of hand, and hifrie talents yearly for cigher 
years ; five hoftages were required, whereof one was 
the Tyrant's cwn ſon : the hoſtages beeing delives 
red up, the peace was contirmed at Rome. 

[143 cominz to Argos , was there joifully wel- 
comed , 45 the autor of rheir lib reie , which hee 
caufſed ro bre prochimed at the Nemcan punes ; 
the citie was anrexed to the Councel of Achaia a- 
gain, Scipio Africanus was net fern: commander ine 
to Greece as was intended, becauf things were nor 
yet ripe for a war with Anticchur: wherefore Titus 
having 1flembled the Greek States at Corinth, ſhew- 
id them what Rome had Coa for them , wiſhed 
them to uſe their libertie with moderation, ard 
w thour faRtion, Laſtly, hee gaveup Acrocorine 
thus ro the Achaians , and ſhortly after, Chalcis 
and Dem-trias, and fo the Actolians were made 
lizrs,who ſaid, the Romans intended to keep thoſs 
places.

batiladors, of waom P, Sc1py0 Aſncams was one , but 
thty detzraincd nothag , leaving all as they 
found it, 

The Actolans mad that they were lighted 
by the Romans, and hid not their full defire of the

The Aetoliansceuld nor prevail with Ph:!p, bur 
gt Anticcbus to join with them againtt the Romans, 
Titus heiring of this, carre to tac Panetolium, or 
great Aſſemblic of the Greeks, withing them t» 
conlicer, that their countries would becom a field of 
bloud, if they ſided with Antirchus, Bur this pre» 
vailed not, 2 decree is mide to invite Antioch into 
Greece, tO ſet it at libertie »yainſt the Romany, 
Titus defired a copie of this new deciee, but was re« 
fuſed The Apocleti, or priv.e Councel of Acto- 
lia, laid a plot to rake in Demetrias , which they 
dil, ſeizi: g ſuddenly on a gate , and killing the 
chicf of the Roman faRtion. They fer alſo vpon 
Chalchis, but were repelled : they took allo (ly 
rreackerie) Sputz,, for Nabus having ſent to them 
for ther afliitance thirtie ho:\, under Alexam: wit, 
we:e ſent on prevent to muſter, and train Nabi: bis 
pe-ple ; alluring him, that great forces were coming 
fromthe Actolians to help him : when Alcxamenst 
found his opportunitic, hte fell on Nabi and firuck 
him down , his thirtic horſ ſeconded him, and 6 
f1.w him.

by Ties; ſhewing, that luch an expert warrier was 
be to bee alwaics with the King vo give him advice, 
and that Anubal's ations 2againit the Romans 
would eclip{ hisglorie, it hee ſhould beat them in 
Aﬀrick : hercupon hce retained Anzibel, Then hee 
began bis journie ro Greece, and was received fo- 
lenly at Demetrias; h's fleet was thies huadred 
ſhips, whereof fourtic onely were war-ſhips; bis 
ara.ic onely was ten thuuſand foorand five hundred 
ho: ſy, and fix Elephants 3 the Acrolians invite's hin 
to their countric, and mecr's him on the waie ; hce 
excuſed che ſmaleneſs of his armic , telling thean 
that hee had a greater coming after, forthe preſent, 
hee intreat's them to ſupplic his wants ; they make 
him General Zand choof thirri: Councellors to bee 
about him for their nation 2: they increaſ his armic 
and ſer upon Chalcis, the Magiſt:ates iſſued forth 
to parlie with him 3 the Aectclians accuſe the Ro» 
mans of breach of their liberties : the Chalcidians 
replied, that they never cnjoied ſo much libertic as 
under the Romans, becing neither troubled with 
tribu'e, Garriſons, or guided by anie other laws 
then their own : the King finding his ſtrength roo 
wear, to force them ar preſene, Ieft them} bur 
ſoon after returning with greater forces, hee made 
them yie'd.Chalcis breing raken, the whole Iſland 
of Euboca yicld:d : $00 Roman ſouldicrs in the 
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Grove and Temple of Apolls over againſt the 
Iſland, (war not beeing proclaimed ) were there 
ſlain by Menipps Aniioebus his Captain except ft. 
tie : Tits beeing incenſed at this, proclaimed wars 
againſt Antioc:hus, and the Aetolians, 

Anatioc nes labored what hee could to draw the A. 
chxans, and others to his fide , bur in vain ; onely 
the Elcans that laie a far off joined with him. 4» 
tixbus bragged much of his greatneſs and power , 
and requefted the Achaans to hold themfelvs neu- 
eral : but Titxs beeing then preſent at that coun- 
cel, refelled the vanitie and lics, both of the King 
and his Actolians : the Beotians after this join with 
Antiochus, (o did the M1gnetians , Eubeans, and 
Achananians : Antiochus fuborns an Arcadiang who 
vaunted himſclf ro bee deſcended from Alexonder 
the Greats to invade Macedon , bee with two thou- 
ſand men goctk rf Cynocephala, and burie th:

Upon this, all the reyolred Cities open thrir 
gates to the Conſul , who mecting with King Pi 
lip, becing now recovered, reſolved to fer upon the 
Aetolians; the Conlul belicged Heraclea and take's 
it: Philips ſent againſt Famia, which bee belieg- 
cd, but took it not till the Conſul cane : the 1ofs 
of Heraclea ſo diſhearrened the Actolians, that 
though they hid received from Antiochus a great 
ſummof monie, and promiſe of an armie out of 
Aſia, yerthey were forc:d to ſuc to the Conſul for 
peace. LV aleiius Flactus is ſent from the Conſul 
ro Hypaca, to know their defire ; they after a tc- 
hearſal ct their good ſervice ro Rome , ſubmirned 
to diſcretion : uponthis, they are p:obibircd by 
him rogo int» Aliaz thiy are commard.d to dev 
[iver up Dicearibis the Actolian, Meneſlratus the 
Epirot, Amiznd: the Achamanian, ard other revol» 
ters: Phamess the Embaſſador ſtartling at this, 
was th:catned by the Cunſul with chains and on 
collars ; which ſoaff:ighted bim, that hee delired 
cn daiesreſpite,to acquaint their gencral Counfl 
withtheſe demands : bur the Actolians would not 
ſubmit ; therefore having made head at Naupattus, 
they were beſieged by Aalius ; Philip won D-me- 
trias ſubdued the Achamanians and others, bur he 
enterteined privately Nicendey, that was com f:om 
Antiochas with monie to the Aetolians, and with: 
convoie ſent bim home , which ſhewed his difaff» 
Rion rothe Romans, The Achzans Cralt with the 
Eleans and Mefienians, who ſubmitted rem lv 
to Titxs then at Corinth, who comminded the 
Meſſenians to annex themſelvs to the Achzans, 
and chele ro deliver up to the Romans the Iſle ot 
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Zachynthus, which had once been Philip's, burlate- 
ly bought by che Achzans. Then Titus gocth to 
Glabria at the ficge of NaupaRus, and pcrſuaded 
him to give ſo long truce tothe belieged, that they 
right ſend to Rome to crave pardon of the Senate 
when chey came, th'y had no other comfort, bur 
to xaie a:houſand talents, and to bee ruled by the 
Romans both in pracc and war ; this becing dif- 
liked, they were diſmilled as enemies: the Con+ 
ſul in the interim, perſuades the Achz1ns to reſtore 
the baniſhed Spartans into their countries and to 
take the Elcans into the tullowthip of their come 
mIn-wealth, 

About this time, C, Livias the Roman Admiral, 
ina ſca hght, overthr.w Polxeinid.us * Admi:al to 
King Antzochus ; King P3z4p of Macedon congra» 
ralared thi; viRoric of tic Romans, whereupon 
his ſon Dometiius was reſtore! , which bad ben 
kept aSan hyſage 2x Rome: Ptoomicallo, fon-in- 
law to, Ant'ochus, covricd the Romans with promis 
{.s of all the helps Ezypt could afford. Shortly af- 
ter tis Sucins Contlius Spiro was made Conſul, and 
de'ignrd tor Alia againlt Aniidcbus , therefore he2 
wa: called Afra'its ; his brother Publius $ if'o A» 
ſriemus would needs bee his Lieutenant © beiides 
preſſed ſouldicrs, they carried with them 5£c09 vo- 
luntiers, that had ſerved under P. Africans + there 
was al.o a fl:ct of thittic Quinquereme Gillies , 
and tweritie Tritemes under L. «£miline Rgillza x 
a'thcir cominginto Greece, they found Glav/4o bes 
beging Amphilla, which was preſently forſak: n by 
the inbabitants : upon the approch of Ls Scip's, the 
Actulians upon the advice of P. Scipio, p.t tioned 
for a truce of (ix moneths , which was willingly 
granted, becauſ the Romans would not bee hindr:d 
in their expedition for Alia: ſo Glabrio beeing (err 
bome to Rome,the S4pio's intend ro march th 4 ugh 
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Thrace and Macedon to the Helleſ-one, but firft 
they ſend Gracchus poſt , to know bow Philip wy 
freed roentertcin their armie» Philp (hew-'d great 
proviſion for th: armie,, and (hewed how hee had 
mended the bad waies and bridges they were to pa 5; 
upon this, the arm.e marcheth through Micedon , 
and the Commanders royally enrerteine d by Philip, 
who waited on them to the Helleſpont, Abonr this 
time, Polyxenidzs x baniſhed Rhod/an, Antioch his 
Adm ral, ereacherouſly ſeized on th- Rhodin fleet 
zt Samos, by makirg the Rhodian Admiral belicy 
that he would deliver up the fl-et of Antiochus 19 
him, which becing believed by Pauſuſtratys the Ad: 
wiral, the fleet was ſeized on by Antiocbus his (hips 
whi. hunexſpeRcd!ly cam: upon them 3 but five e- 
ſcaped , which deſp:-rately with fire works got 
through the enemves fleer. 

The Romans had ſom lofs at ſea by foul wer 
ther, but were :\iſted by 20 Galhes of Rhodians, 
and x Fleet from Eumenes : theſe offered bartail ro 
Polyxenidas in the haven of Epheſus, bur hee durft 
nor accept of it, Eumenes was forced to return with 
his fleet home, ro (ave his own Kingdom, which Ax- 
tiechus was waſting: Pergamus was then beſieged 
by Seleu'us Antiechus his - Attalus King EF unex'! 
his broth« r, in the Citie, had the aſſiſtance of 1000 
Achz1n foot, and 106 horſ under Diapbanes , this 
handful of men ſailicd our twice upon the bele- 
gers, killed manic of them, and d:ove them ro their 
Trenches : ſo the fiege was raiſed. «£milius the Ro- 
wan Admiral coming to help Eumenes, was by 4+ 
tiochus preſented with an overture of peace ; but ht 
without the Con'ul could do nothing in it : rhirrie 
ſeven of Antioebus his ſhips were beaten by the Rho- 
dian fleet, an art laſt the whole armato of Antis 
sbus of eightie nine Gallies, was tcrally defearcd by 
the Roman flect , conbting of fiftie eight _ 
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and wentic two of the Rhodians, who with fire on 
th-ir prows ran upon the encmie ; ſor of the Kings 
Navic eſcaped to Epheſus , of tou-rie left behindey 
thirteen were taken, the reſt buin't or ſunk : the 
Romans loſt not above two or three ſhips : upon 
this Antiochus draw's away bis Garriluns from Ly- 
ſimachia , gave over the fiege of Colophon, and 
ſear for help to his father in law King Ariathes the 
Capadocian. 

Th: Con\ul was no ſooner com into Afiz,, but 
Propoſitions of peace are tendered by the King , 
proterring to reſtore Smyrna, Lampſichus, and 
Lylimachia, with anie o:her rowns on the coaſt of 
Afia, and to bear balf th: chirges of the war : an- 
ſwcr was returned, that the King muſt bee at all 
the charges, and ſhould depart quite our of all the 
town* hee held in Acolis, Ionis, and Alia minor: 
the Emb1fiador hoping for more favourable conditi- 
ons, dealt in private with Scipre , promiſing him 
great ſtore of gold, and the fre» reſtirurion of bis 
lon taken priſoner, and k:ndely uſe. by the King 3 
burth is could not work upon P. Scipio : hercupon 
the King reſolv's to fight,hee bad feventie thouſand 
foor, and ewely thouſand horſ, with fiftic two Indi- 
an Elephants ; the Roman armie conv fed of four 
Legions, each conteining five thonſand four hun- 
dred men ; the Haſtati od the leading, after them 
fillowed the Principes, and laft of all che Triarii ; 
they had alſo three thouſand Auxiliaries, there were 
about three thouſand horſ, rwo thouſand volunti- 
ries Micedonians and Thracians were Icft ro goaard 
the camp ; the Conſul hal with him (xteen African 
Elephants, not {5 good as the Indian ; P. Scipio 
then laie fick ar Elr1 , thicher dil Antiochbus ſend 
$030"; ſony at whoſe fight bee wis much revived ; 
and returned rh1nks ro” Antiochus, wiſhing h'm nor 
to bghe till (Faith bee) hee ſha!l kear that Tamin 
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the camp. T hree thouſand horſ and foot charged the 
Romans as they were taking up their Jodging near 
to Aztiocbus his cump, but they were repulſed with 
lo's : Antiochus kejt himiclf in his camp for divers 
daies, and retulcd to tight 3; hereupon the Romans 
reſolv ro ſerupon him in his cawp ; at laſt Autiorbus 
draw's torth bis men, and prepare's to fight, Ants: 
cbus commanded in the right wing, Selexcus in the 
left, ard three chick Commanders were ſet over 
the ſixtecnthouſand Maced nian Philangiers,which 
were divided in'o ten battalions, berwcen each bar- 
talion were two Elephants havirg towers on thet 
backs, and four men in each tower 2 on the right 
hand were ktre-n hundred Gallo Greeks horſ,three 
thouſand barb'd horſ, and one thaif.nd Mevin 
borſ, to which were join:d fixteen Elephants: a lit- 
tle further on the righ: hand was the King's own 
Regiment, called Argyraſpides, beſides multirudes 
of archers, light-armed toor, and ſlingers; cn ttc 
I< tt hand were the ſame nuraber of Gallo Greeks, 
and barb'd horl, belides ſum thouſands of hor of 
Civcrs vations ; in the front were hooked charricts 
and Dromadaics whereon fate Aribians w:th long 
rapirrs, and a cable of other natiuns, and fix:eca 
Elephants, 

1 he Dromadaries and Charriots were Cefeare! 
by Ewmnes, the Roman horl chargcd upon the let: 
wing, and routed the Fhalangicrs, with their auxili- 
aries 3 Antrocbss forced the Latins to retire, but they 
beeing ſuccoured by M. <Emilius, put Antiobus to 
flight, In this batrail were loſt fifcie rhouſ:nd foot, 
and four thouſand horſ of the Kings, beſides prilc* 
mers ; of the Romans were ſlain three bundred 
foor, and twentic horſ 3 of Eaments his fol owers 
twentie ye, Antiocbus fled ro Sardes, and thence 
to Apamea z upon this overthrow , all the towns 
ſubmitto the Romans ; Aniiocbus ſac's for forty 
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which was granted, hee performing the former dc+ 
mands, in leaving all on this fide Taurus, in pays 
ivg fiftteca thouland Talents, whereof five kundred 
in hand, and four hundred Talcnts for Ewmenrs ; 
they demanded alſo twentic ——__ with Anwbal 
and Thoas, Antiochus his Embaſladors arc ſent ro 
P.ome, accompanied with the Rbocians, and King 
Euments in gerſon ; who deſired, in reſpeR of his 
good ſervices, fo much land won from Antiochus , 
as they had no purpoſe to keep it in their own 
hands; the Scnate contented him, and the Rhodi= 
inSalſo : in the mcan while, M. Faluins, and 
(n. Manlixs Polſo were choicn Conſuls ; Manl:u6 is 
ſentro Alia, and Fultizs 2gainſt the Actolians. 
Cor, Sc4p!0 return's home, and 15 tonored with the 
richeſt triumph that had been yer at Rune, 

The Aetolians begin to deſpair of obreining 
peace from Rome, therefore they emploic King 4- 
minerd:r, who lived in exile amongſt them, againſt 
Philip, in recovering of his counttie Athamanin , 
held by Philip, Aminander «nter's the borders with 
one thou'and Aetoliars, and takt's divers towns , 
who were wearic of Philiz's government : Philip 
with fix thouſand Macedons thought to reduce the 
Athamanians, but hee was ferced to ret: car with 
loſs: then the Actolians alſo made an attempe up- 
onthe Amphilochians, Aperantians, and Dolo» 
pians, who were content to ſubmit to them, Aminane 
dr ſend's his excuſe to Rome, pr:ying the Senate 
not torake it ill that hee had recovered his own 
from Philip, the Senate was well enough contre: t, 
Faulvizs beliegeth Ambracia, the Actolians beg for 
peace, thrtir Embaſſadors com to Romegaccom pa» 
ned withthe Atheni:n: and Rhadians to mediate 
fir them, Manlius make's wors in Alia with the 
the Gallo-Greeks, and viſit's the other ſide of Taus 
rus, baving inriched himſclf with boctic, and en- 
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coopalſſed Alta, hee chaſeth the Gallo- Greeks to 
the mountains of Olympus and Margina, wh» 
coald not there ſhelter themſelys from the daring 
Romans, who with their arcows and darts forced 
the Gallo-Greeks down the Rocks, few of whon 
cfcaped alive, their wives, childrens and goods, bte 
came a preic to the Romans, AMan/m and Flu 
are rereiped as Proconſuls in thiic Provin:es , for 
an oth-r year. Man(ias gave peace to thoſe hee van- 
quithed, Ariarathes the Capadocian, and o'hers 
ſubmitted to the Romans : Antiachut ſwore to the 
prace. $50 all things beeing ſerled, hee return's 
home with the rich fpoi's of Aſia, and of the 
Gallo Grerks ; bur as hee mirches through T hra- 
Ciay his baggage was ſet upon by the Barburians, 
not wxhourt Philip's inftigaticn , who was anxzrie 
that che Roman hid beſtowed tuch largo gifts on 
E umncs anupſtare King, and bai flighted hbimſclh, 
who had been ſuch a triend ro Rome, as tharf 
their fakes hee had refuf d to join with Anticchas, 
but minie of the Barbarians were killed, ard (om 
of the bootic was loſt in the woods. 

Manlizs returning tro Rome, was honored with a 
Triumph, in obteining of which, hee was oppol.d 
for his 11! Government, and tor offer ng to pals be- 
yond Tau:us 2gaintt the advice of Sibzls's verſes, 
which threatncd calamitie to thoſe that ſhon'd pa' 
the f:tal bounes : but hee cleared himſclt ſufhici 
en:ly z and ow of the wealth hee brought, was mage 
the laſt pricment of the monie the ſtate had bor! 
rowed in the ſrcond Punick War, Stpis Africom! 
was accu cd of receiving bribes of Antiachus , by 
two Tribunes ; Scipio appeared, and wiſhed the Ci- 
tize1s to go ith bimro the Capitol to give thanks 
to Jupiter, for the great viRorie hoe had got ;, that 
ſame daie of the year over Arnnibal, and not to 
hcacken ro the brabling Tribunes, which was con 
acces 
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accordingly, and the Tribunes left alone, who 
were forced ro grant hima further date : but Scipig 
pereciving that the ungratetul Romans did ſuffer 
the Tribunes ro proceed againſt him , forſook the 
Citie, and ſpent thereſt cf his time at Licernum 
in private. Scipio Afraticus was alſo accuſed of re- 
eciving bribes from Antiocbus ; it was though: that 
Cato was the min that under hand fer the Tribunes 
on work ag2inſt the Scipio's, whom hee envied for 
their Nobiliric and virtue, for bee bimſel! was of 
m:an birth ; hee had accuſed alſo Gl/ab-io, who 
was his competitor in the Conlulſhip. Scipio 4fa- 
ticus was condemned in a ſumm of monic, which hee 
was not able to paie, and ſo hee was to bee impri- 
ſoned : but T. Gratcbwus the Tribune which had cuuſ- 
ſed the ſuit again Africanss to bee let fall , mo- 
derated the cenſure, in freeing him from impriſon- 
mznt 3 bur afterward Scipio's innocencie appearing, 
his accuſers were hated by the people; Scipio's friends 
made ſuch a clleRion for him, as excecd-d his for* 
mer wealth, but hee took no more then ſuch of his 
own goods as were of neceffaric uſe. Upon this the 
Romans began far want now of imploiement a- 
broad, to quarrel zmong themſelvs; the Senators 
nJ peopic ſtrugling for ſaperioritic, until Mrius 
whom the Scnarc had chruft out of the Cire, re- 
mrned with an armic, and murtherecd all the chief 
Senators : theſe civil wars gave occa%01 to Sylle to 
mike himſelf abſolute Lord of the Romans, as the 
ſcierir'e of the Senate af:erward, octaftoned Ceſar 
traiſhimſelt by arms roan 2bſ lute forerrigotie. 
The countrie of Spain, 25 it was the firſt part of 
the Conrinent our of Italic, that becane ſubjeR 
vnto the Romins: fo was it the laftof all their 
Povinees which was wholly and throvghly by them 
[biuet Tris likened in ftigvre by fom Geogra- 
phers unto an Ox: hide, and the Romans found in 
ie 
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ir che properrie of that Ox hide, which Calatus the 
Indian icwed unto th great Alexander, as an Ems 
bleme of his large Dominions. 

M. Cato was a veric eood Cirizen,and one of ſuch 
temper, tha: hee cou.d taithion hiniclt ro all occa- 
ſions ; as if hee never were out of his Element. Hee 
loved buſineſs fo well, or railict hated vice fo cars 
neſt!y ; that even untotbe end of his life, hee was 
excrciſ:din detcnding himſelf, or acculing others, 

Tallre faith of the Oracles of Sil, hit rlicy 
were ſowed at random in a large ficld of time, 

Cato was a ran of great, bur not perfeR virtue; 
temperate, valiant, and of lingular induſtric ; fr» 
galalſo, borh ot the publick, and of his own; 6 
aSin this kinde hce was even faul:ie ; for though 
hce would not bee corrupted with bribes, yer wa 
hee unmerciful and unconſcicnable, in ſeeking 
to cncreaſ his onn wealth, by ſuch means a 
the law did warrant. Ambition was his vice, wiick 
becing po' ſoned with envie, troubled both himſe!! 
and the whole citie ; bee judged all magnificcnc 
to bee bad husbancrice,

Syphax h1d won f. om Gal: Maſaniſa's tarher , bur 
alſo, in that lately hee had ſeized upon above fiftie 
towns and caſtles of theirs, which they d.r't nor by 
force of arms r:claim, or dcfend themſclys, for 
fear of breaking the peace. They delire ro know 
how far Mana//e's power and outrages muſt extend 
22ainſt them : Maſaniſſa's ſon, Galu(ſe, beeing then 
in Rome, was called bctore the Senate, and d:man- 
de4 the reaſon of his father's ourrages againſ the 
Carthrginians 3 hee anſwered , that hee could give 
a9 particular relation of the paflages between his fa- 
ther and them , onely hee was ſent toacqua nethe 
Senate, that the Carthaginians divers nights toges 
ther,held counſcl in the Temple of <Fſculapinr, ant 
that h's father intreated th:ſe common enemics of 
their St2 C, might not bce roo much coun enance 4 ; 
tie S.nne replied, that it ſtood ncr with their juſtice 
to countenance Aeſaniſſa's violence, thercfo e wiſh* 
ed thit hee would ſend Embaſſadors with fuller in- 
ſtruicns, and ſo both Galuſſs and the Carthagini- 
ans were friendly diſm fled. 

The Romans quarrelled with P:r/exs for makin 
wir upon the Dolopians (bis fubj- As) withour 
cir leav; theſe Dolopians bad (lain Fupbreney 
weir governor , ſo they were angric withthe Achz- 

ans 
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ans for warring agiinſt the Mefſenians, for they 
would not ſuffer anie of their confederates to take 
up arms againſt their enemies, without the Senate's 
leav. They cauſſed Perſess to ſend away the Bu 
farnz out of Dardania. The Achaans ſent Calli- 
crates as their Embaſſador to Rome, to excule their 
doings againſt the MifTenians, and to inform the 
Scnare aright ; bur bee incenied the Senate, both 
againſt them and the other Seafes of Greece , ſbew- 
ing, that they were becom infolent, and lighted the 
Roman com: ands, and that it were fic they ſhould 
bee curbed, Upon this, Callurates is ſent back with 
power to bee Pecror of the Achzans, and with man- 
dates to the cities of Greece , for reſtoring of th 
baniſhed Spartans, 1 he Romans alſo began mer: 
and more to {uſpet Perſeus, for hee went withso 
armie to Apolls's Temple at Delphi ; hee labored 
raiſ a fation for himſelt in Greece; hee ſer.c Eo 
bafſidors to the Achzans, deliring them to forge 
his father's injurics don co them , eſpeci:Ily inte 
death of the two Arati : hee iſo fene back thei 
ſlaves that had fled from Achxa to Macedon ; fe: 
though the Macedonians durſt not enter ino A 
chxa, becauſ of an old decree made by the Achaun 
againſt them , yer the Achzans had leay to go int 
MaceJon. Callicrates wiſhed the Achazan: to takt 
heed of making league with Perſeus, leſt they drev 
the Roman forces againſt them, which were prep» 
ring »gainſt Perſeus , who bad incenſed the Rowan! 
by his infolent carriage to them. Ar firſt the Ache 
ans pleaded, that Perſens was falur'd K ng by th: 
Seme, and that the Acrolians and oth:rs bad mad 
leapne with him ; but y t fearing the Romans & 
pleafore, th:y refuſed to give audier.ce ro Perſeus bs 
E mbafladors. . 

About this time Eummes King of Pergam's ww 


trouvled by Pharnaces aid Mitbrida 6 h.s nicht 
Kug5 
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Kings z bee complained to the Romons , bur by che 
help of Pruſtas and Ariarathes , hee overcame them. 
then E umenes itir's up the Lycians againſt the Rho- 
dians,but the Lycians were beaten by the Rhodians, 
and fearing the :ncreafing greatneſs of Perſeus, hee 
gocth again to Rome , and inform's the Senare of 
Perſens his great armic now preparing , of thirtic 
thouſand foot, and five thouſand horl, befides ren 
thouſand mercenaries hee meant to entertein , and 
ten years provifion of yiuab : that the Thracians 
were readie to help him: that h:e had married with 
the daughter of Seleucus , the fon of Antiechus the 
Great ; and that Pruſras King of Bythinia had mar- 
ried the iſter of Perſeus, which m1rriiges were ce* 
l:brated with great concourſ of Embaſſzdors, which 
might prove prejudical to the Roman Stare, For 
this information Exments had thanks, Ar this time 
the Rholian Embailadors complained againſt F 4- 
ments, for animating the Lycians againſt them ; the 
Romans ſlighted their accuſation , for they hal in 
great pomp carried in their ſhips , Lacdice, Perſeus 
bis bride, to tim ; and they were commanded to [er 
the Lycians again at liberttie, whom they had (:;b- 
ducd,. The Embaſſadors of Perſeus ſhewed, thit 
their M+(ter deſired in all things to give then fatiſ- 
faction, which it they refuſed , hee would defend 
himſclt by arms. 

Eumeres reeurning home by D:Iphi, was ſet upon 
by four ruffi:ns and ſorely wounded ; theſe were 
implo':d4 ly P-rſcus ro kill Fumenes, but fear of bee 
irg d covered, made them flie before they had dif- 
pat:hed him. News came to his brother Aitalus 
that hee was dead , whereupon hee rook upon him 
to bee King, and was to marrie Stratonica the ſuppo= 
ſed wilow of Eamets, nd daughter of Ariaratbes, 
Eur Ewmmnes cerned fromthe Iſle ZEgina , where 
her was cured, and wiſhed his brother to abR. in from

bur no hopes of peace : ir was enough that they had 
thirtie daies reſpite to depart out of Italie , whereas 
they thar cam? on the ſam: errand laſt, did their meC- 
ſage without the walls , in the Temple of Belo, 
the uſual place of giving audience to open enemies: 
and no ſooner were the Emba(ſadors with their King 
at Pelea , but Lcinius the Roman Conſul was at 
Apollonia. 

After Perſeus had a whil: debated wich himſelf 
whether hee ſhould ſubmit or fight ; ar laſt, reſolved 
to draw all his forces rogether at Citium in Mace- 
don, Hee offered a Hecatomb ro Miverns : his ar- 
mic was nine and thirtie thouſand ſoot, and four 
thouſand hotrf, with theſe bee entered into Thefſalie. 
Som rowns yielded, ſom beld out ; ſom hee took by 
torce, as Mylz, which ws cakeng4u5 the Macedonians 
entered pell mell with the rown(ſ-men , when they 
were beaten back having made a raſh ſallie, all cru» 
elrie was there praiſed, Perſeus having taken in 
Vclatinz and Connus, marched to Sycurium at the 
foor of Ofa, exſpeRing news of the enexgics Lici- 
tus the Conſul bad rwo Roman Legions. 7 amenes 
and his brother A:talus came to him ia Theffalie, 
with four thouſand foot, and a thouſanl horſ, All 
the Stares of Greece ſent ſom aid ; Maſaniſſe ſene 
his Con Miſegenes with a thouſand foor, as manic 
horſ, with two and wentieclephants, Lueretins the 
Roman Admiral's brother , took -four and fiftie 
ſhips from Gentius the 11|yrian King , riding in the 
baven of Dyrrathium, Licains cencamped himſelf 
near the river Peneus in Theffalie about three miles 
from Larifſa, ill the reſt of his forces came. Per- 
ſexs, ro draw Licinius out of his trenches, waſted the 
Pherzans land the Roman confederates ; at laſt hes 
adventured to their trenches. The Conſul ſend's

force enough, or opportunitie to rebel, Perſeus - 
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forth his brother C. Licinius , Euments, Attalus, nnd 
other captains, with all his pewer of horſ, bee with 
his Legions ſtaying in the camp, Perſeus gor the 
berter, for the Romans loſt two hundred borſ, and 
two thouſand foor, two hundred were taken priſo 
mers: Perſtus loſt bur rwentie horſ, and fourtie 
foot, 1 his loſs the Romans had by means of the 
Actolians, who out of rreacheric turned their backs, 
v hom the reſt of the Greeks followed, but the 
Theflatians hild our Bovurly for the Romans, The 
Conſul in the nighttime paſſed the river, anden- 
camped more firongly on the other fide. Faint- 
hearted Per/ims drawing near with his armic, ſent 2 
the Conſul, ard offercd to yield to the fame cor 
dicions of peace, wherein his father was bound , i: 
the wars might: ceaſ. Litinize return's anſwer, that 
there was no hope of peace, till Pe [cus ſhould yield 
beth his perſon 2nd kingdom to the diſcretion ©& 
the Senate, Then Perſeus ſeng's offers of gre 
er; bure, but all in vain; then hee arremt's to fire the 
Roman camp on a ſudden, bur of this hee felled, and 
at laſt, in a great batrail, was detcated , and fo fie! 
co Macedon, leaving ail behinde him as a preit 
tor Licnias, 

After this the Conſul took Lari(ſi and ſom othe 
towns, Laucretius the Roman Admiral, puniſhed the 
rebellious Bocrians and waſtcd their countrie. Tt 
year followirg, Hofli/ius the Conſul, and Horien 
the Roman Aumiral , uſed great ſeveritic again! 
their contederates. The Conſul ſfend's 4p. Claud 
with an armie ag1inſt Ufcena, a border» town ©f | 
Iyria but was driven from thence by the inhabitaot 
having loſt eight chouſand, the fourth part : :þi 
town afterward became Roman, and was recovert 
2gain by Perſeus. Claudius was again beaten by C 
vas, Perſias his Licutenant : manie complaints 
made by the Gre: ks to the Scnnte , againſt rhe 0 

pre 
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prefſions of the Roman Magiſtrates among them» 
chicfly againſt th: Admirals, Lucretius and Horten- 
fias : Lacretics was condemned in a great fum of 
monie, Horteaſtus is warned toamend, A Decree 
was publith:d, chat none ſhould obeie theſe Magi- 
frraces in burths ns Jail on them , without the anto- 
ritic of the Senate. Alabanda, a citie of Aſia minor, 
f.n: ro Rome three hundred rargecs, and a crown of 
gold, ra beſtow oa J<p'pr in the Capitol, They 
allo buile a Temple to. the cirie of Rome, making 
her a GodJeſs, and ap70.nmcd anaiverfaric games 
in honor of her Dc1cie, 

D. Maitiss ſuccecd's Conſul to Hz; lilies, hee with 
muci difficultic clammer'd over the ſteep rocks and 
kills,to ger ro the Macedonian armie: for four 
miles they were forced ro row! themielys down the 
Rcep hills ; the elcptrnts were let Gown ty a kinde 
0. falling driw-bridges, whereof the one end was 
joightdto the edg of th: cult, the other fuſteined by 
yo long poſts covered with turffsy, Perſeus per. 
eciving thitthe Romans had got over the moun- 
F1ins, begin ro quake with fear, and preſently hee 
a#53ndoned Dium at the fort of Olympus, carrying 
with him what hce could. Hee ſent ro Theſſalo- 
ni-a, to have che arſenal ſet on fire, and:o Pelea, 
that his treaſures there ſhould bee caſt into rhe ſea: 
N ceas drowned the treaſure», moſt of which was 
found again» Antronicus foroore to ſet the arſenal 
on fire, but Pe ſeu caul:d chem both to bee lain, 
and thoſe alſo that recovered his treaſure, that they 
might. not bear wimn:\s of the Kings fear and follie: 
he alſo laid the blame of the Roman's entering into 
Tempe,upon Hippins and Aſclepiodatus, who kept the 
paſſages, as it they had berraicd them. The Conſul 
rake's Dium, and enter's Macedon , but for lack of 
food, hee return'sto Theflalie. The King take's 
Dium chat was forſaken by Mativs, 2nd fortifie's ir. 
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Martins enke's the town of Heraclea , on the river 
Peneus, five miles from Divum. The Roman Admi-. 
ral at:emt's upon Theflalonica and ſom other ſca- 
towns, but with ſmall ſucceſs : thence hee failed to 
Pellene inthe terri:orie of Caflandrea , where Eu- 
menes joined with him, bringing twentie war _ 


Prafas ſent five ſhips more thither. Before Caflan- | 


drca, the Romans lcſt fix tundred of their men 
which cauſled them raiſ the fege : then the Admiral 
aſſault's Torone, but thence hee is repelled : then 
b:e beheged Demcrrias, bur to no purpoſe, it beeing 
defended Routly by Fupiranor, "The Achzans pro- 
poſed a Necree roathſt the Romans, Polybius is ſen: 
Embafi:dor to Martins with this Decree, Matius re- 
fuſeth 2id, ſh:wing that hee needed ir nor ; and hin- 
dercd alſo Pulybius from ſending aid to Ap. Claudius, 
who then needed it, and had {rntto have five thou- 
ſand men ſent him out of Achea into Epirus : this 
was oat of envie againſt Appirs, bu: Polybius in th: 
mean time incut's the diſpicaſure of Appins , and 
was impriſoned. 

P: ſeus with fair words, ſhew ing the diſ:feAion of 
th: Romans to all Kings, employing one to deftrcie 
anoher, as they did Artalas agunſt. Philip ; Ewmenet 
and Philip againſt Antiochus ; and now Ement! 
and Prufias againſt Perſens, 1 lie, wi h ſuch fair 
words and pretences , an with promiſes of great 
ſurns of monie , alicnared the minde of Exment! 
f-om the Romans, Fummes dewand's fifteen hun- 
dred talents to withdraw bis hand from this wargand 
a greater ſum of monie to procure the Romans to 
condeſcend to pe ce» PerſAus profer's to laie Comn 
the monie in che Temple of Samot hooce, 't!: is Fume- 
nes liked nor, becauſ fo it was till in the roſſeſſion 
of Perſeus, the Iſls of Samothrace b:eing his. Hee 
Cefired (un of the monie in hand, and fo by this 
bce g'ew luſpeRcd of the Romans as a traitor,

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Perſeus alſo bargained with Genzizs the T1iyrian for 
thice hundred calents, and hoſtages given on both 
fides, upon which bargain Embaſſadors are ſent 
from Perſeus and Gentius, the Rhodians undertook 
the murrer, ſuppoſing Mtius bad been allo willing 
to mike peace z bur they were check't by the Sena:e 
for their preſumption, and upon ſubmiſlion pardon 
ed. Perſeus ſend's Pentachys to ſollicit young Gene 
(14s to war againſt the Romans, and withall ſene 
him ren talents, as carneſt of the greater ſumm ; 
upon this, Gentizs impriſoned two Roman Enibaſ- 
ladors: more monic was coming from Perſeus , bur 
hee hearing what Gentizs bad don, recalled his trea* 
ſure bearers, becing in Macedon yer ; for h:e knw 
that now the liyrians mult make war wich the Ro- 
mans: about thistime came twentic thouſsnd horſ 
24 fore of the Gaulsor Baſtirnes, who were Ly 
Fe ſews invited into Macedon; when theie came 
thy demanded their piie which w 5s promiſed, Pers 
ſens eold them five thouſand horf would have (er- 
ved bizrarn; th y demmnded if there was paie fr 
ſo manic, tur fading Perſeus would part with no 
monie, they re-urnec inarage, waſting th: neighs 
bour parts of Th ac*. 

L Emilisi Paulus the Coaſul, is now appointed 
by the Sena'eto go tor Macedon with ſtrong for- 
ces: App. Claudius is removed from his charge in 
E pi-us, and Illycia, and Anicaas is ſent in his place. 
AE mils to)d the pcopie before hee went, that hee 
wold frame his doings to occaſion, and note» bee 
ru'ed by them, who vſed to give direRions upon 
hear-ſaic and idle reports; hee went honourably 
arrended from the Cir'e to Br:ndohumy thence to 
the 11: Corcyr1, thence 10 Delphi, where hee ſa- 
crificed to Apollo ; ia ten daies hee arrived art the 
camp, in hve daies more hee finiſhed the war : Per- 
ſent lais ſtrongly cncamped at Dium, the Romans 
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were troubled for want of water between Dium 
and Tempe, which was ten miles; bur <£milius dig- 
ged and found ſweet ſprings: there was a nirrow 
paſlage over Olympus into Perraxbia , over this place 
Paulus (cnd's five thouſand men under Scipio £m; + 
lars, and Q. Fibins Maximum his own ſuns not by 
nature, but adop'ed ; the one by the ſcn of Scipio 4- 
fricanus, the other by one of the Fabii 2: while theſe 
were palling the mountains which was three daics, 
the Conſul made ſhew of ſetting upon Perſexs, im- 
ploying bis Velices to thar purpoſe for two daies to- 
gether though with little hope of doing good , be- 
cauſ hee could not get over the tiver Enipus, Per- 
ſeus had ſo firongly tortificd the banks; bur cnely 
to amaze Prmſeus, wio ſuddenly receiv's news, that 
the Romans were at the back of the camp ; upon 
th's, the camp ws tumulcucuſly broken up, and 8 
retreat made to Pydna. 

Perſeus was adviſed to man his towns, and & to 
p:0:rat the war, but hee refoly's to bazard all 'n 
a ba:tzilz near Pyina a place is choſ n, the Ros 
mans came within fghr of the King's Armie, $:4- 
pio would preſently have foughe , but the Cor {ul 
would not ti!l the Armiec after their march were re» 
freſhcd,, and the camp intrenched bchinde them: 
the evening before the batrail, there wasan Ec'ipl 
of the moon, foretold by Sulpittus Gallus a Collos 
nel, who wiſhed the armie not to bee troubled 2t it, 
as beeing 2 nutucalihing : braſs baſ-ns and pans 
were beat according to the cuſton, and the Mace: 
donians bowled all the while ater their manner : 
Paulus ſacrificed to the moon, after ker d-liveric, 
aud the next morning © Hercules ; by the entrals 
of one of their braits, viRtoric was promiſed : the 
tatrailbegan by octalon of a horf that brake loo! 
2t watring, whichtwo or three of the Roman ſoul- 
dicrs followed in'o the river, a couple of Thra- 
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cians out of the King's armie onthe further bank, 
ran in'o the water, to draw the horf oyrr to their 
fide, theſe fell ro blows, and one of che T hracians 
was killed ; his countric men haſted to revenge his 
death, over the river, companic on beth Gdes came 
in; atlaſt, both armies were placed in order of 
battail ; che Conſul and the King encouraged their 
men; but Perſeus having (ec his armie on work, 
withdrew himſelf to Pydna, to do ſacrifice to Here 
cults ; when hee returned , hee found the battail 
loſt: the Macedonian Phalanx at firſt had the 
better, which the Conſul perceiving, rent bis coate 
armour for gricf; but the Roman armie beeing di- 
vided into manic ſmall (quadrons, did at latt d:C:r- 
der the great bodice of the Phalanx : Perſeus ſecing 
his bartnil began t9 rout, tan awain towards Pella, 
molt of the horſ eſcaped, of the tor ewentic theus 
ſand were Nlain,the Rowan loſt abour fixſcore men: 
ſom of the King » foot c'caped to a wood, where 
they found the hori-men , wiom hey accu'cd for 
cowards, ani fo {ll ro blows, which ar de the 
king (hrink away, and in 2 rage 2t Pella, hee Nab.

Letters, defiring conference, at which hee humbly 
b:gs that bee might bee ſuffered to live there,and to 
retein the name of King, heping the Romans would 
not violate a ſanFuarie, and that they would b:e 
content with his treaſure they had there ; hee is wil- 
Jed 10 yield to diiccetion, which hee refuſerh. 

Cn. Ofrvics the Romin Admiral preſeatly arti- 
veth a: S2mothrace with his Eleer, who queſtioned 
the Iſlanders for polluting their Temple, by rective 
ing Evender in it, who had attempted to murth r 
Eummnes at Deiphi ; upon this, the Samothracians 
warn's Evande/ t© bre gon, or elf to clear himſelf 
to the Romans : Perſeus underſtanding this, with d 
F vander to dic valintly, rather then to F:il into the 
Romans hands, whereupon hee cirher killed bim(clt 
or was ki'led by the King; whoſe deab made all 
the King's fri:nds forſike hm, except his wife,'chil - 
Cren, and pages : Perſeus thovght to kave made 3n 
eſcape with bis treaſures to Thrace , © omdes a Cre. 
ran rectiv's the King's monic into his Ship, promis 
Fng to waft the King thence, bur ger away with 
the monie, and Icft the King behinde ; who finl- 
iog him'elf cheared, and fearing to bee apprehen- 
dcd on the ſhore, ran home again to take ſanRuuic, 
and hid himſelf in a corner : the Romans madt 
Proclamation that all the King's Pages and atten 
dints ſhould yield themſelvs, and they ſhoul.! obr:in 
their lives and g:ods ; bercupon they all came in, 
and Ion delivered up the King's children to Oatin!, 
Ar laſt Perſeus acculing the Gods of Samo brace, 
yielded himſelf, and is ſent to «fmilivs, before 
whom hee fe!lro the ground, the Conſul gently re 
proved him for kis obſinacie , then invited him - 
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his rable, and reſpeRively intreared him; then hee 
was commirted to ©, «fly, and fo cnd's this war 
af:cr four years continnance, 

Gmtizs King of Illyria, with fifteen thouſand 
was going to alli Perſeus , bur Anicivs on the waie 
f-11 upon him, and routed him, and drove h:m into 
Scodra, now called Scutari, Anus ſert's upon the 
town, though ſtrongly fortified, and force's chem t9 
yie'd : the King ſent to have three daies truce which 
hze ob:eined ; h:e was in hope that his brother Ce-

The Rhodian E mb1fadors breing yor art Rome, 
and hexting of theſe viRtories, went to congratulate 
with che Senate, the happic end of this war , bur 
they were check*c for ſreming to favor the Macedo» 
nian cauſ ; they were fo aff. aid of the Senate's Cil- 
pleaſure, that they went about ia mourning apparel, 
humbly craving pardon tor theic inciſcretion. Ar 
Rhodes, all that were azerf from th: Ramans, were 
ether cond:mned or ſ.nt prifoners 19 Rome , and 
their goods co filcated : ſom for fear ſlew themſelves, 
M. Cato pleaded for ths RhoJians, and wiſhed the 
Senate to forbrar miking wir againſt them , leſt jc 
might tend r2 heir diſhonor : this, and their good 
ſervice 'n the wars of Philip and An'ixburghelped wel 
the Rhodians ; but in manie years th. y were not ac*- 
mic-d into the Roman ſocieric- 

Emilizs viſiting all the famous places of Greece”, 


came ro Demetiias,where five hundred of the chick 
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Citizens, and were (lain by the Roman faRion, ©- 
thers fled, or were baniſhed, and their goods conh(- 
cated 3 complain: was made to the Conſul, bu: lt» 
tle redreſs, Embafſidors are ſent from the Senate to 
eAmiliaa to ferrle Macedon, which by them was (ct 
ar livertic ; thc rribure which they pared ro the King 
wis lefontd by half; the countric was divided into 
four parts, and they prohibited commerce cne with 
the other : the Nobilitic with their wives and chil- 
dren above fittecn years old are ſen: Caprivs to Itas 
le , the old laws were abrogated, and new impo- 
ſed by P auls : the lik: ſcveritic was ulcd to Unc 
Grecks, and they puniſhed that heli correlponden+ 
cic with Perſeus , the Achains allo by the inſtiga- 
tion of Callicrates, were queſtioned ; and abuurt a 
thouſand -f the chief of them for be=friending Pcr- 
ſear, were ſent to Rome, and there impriſoacd ; the 
Achzans ſollicitced for their rel-at, but in vain ; the 
Senate held it nor expedicnt that theſe men ſhould 
return to Achaia, untill after (cyentetn years, about 
thirtic of them were relexſed, among whom was 
Polbius the Hiſtorian ; the reſt cither died or were 
flain :the whole countrie of the Epirots was put to 
ſack : Pauli lent to everie rown 2 companiec of 
ſouldicrs, under pretenf to reccive from ten of the 
chief of cach Ci'ic the Gold and Silver theres), 
but indeed to fack them all ; fo that feventie towns 
were ſicked in one daie, one hundred and fiftic 
thouſand were made (]zves, 

After Antiabus the Great had reigned thirtic Gr 
yrars, as hee was about to rob the Temple of Zupite', 
hee died, and Icft behinde him three ſons , Se/eucts 
Poilopater, Antiechus Epiphanes, Dametrius Siter, and 
ene daughter Cl/copatre married to Pteclomie Epipbt- 
nts King of Egypt. Seleacus the fourth, and cldelt

I o Selencus 
ſucceded Antiochus Epiphwies, who procured the 
derth of his brother Piolomie Philometor . the ſon of 
Cliempatra; his iter had now reigned ſeven years in 
Egypt, whoſe father P:olomie Epiphanes bad reign- 
ed twentic four ycats 3 to him Aztixtbu?r gave 
wiih bis daugliter, Caelocyria , Phoenicia, and Ju- 
dxa, which h:chad won trom Scopes General of 
the Egyptian Force*. 

Ptolomie Philomets? , fo called by a nick-name 
for killing his mother, was oppoled by bis ſut- 
jc&s, who ſce up his younger brother Phyſcon a+ 
gainſt hin, who took Alcxandria 5 bis Uncle 
Ant iochus pretending to afliſt his Nephew , in- 
dcavourcd to get Egypt into his own polleflion ; 
to this purpoſe , hee came with an armie to Jop- 
pe, and from thence to Jeruſalem , where hee 
was (ſolemnly reccived by 7a/on the Prieft : this 
Jaſon ſupplanted his brother On:45 , by offering 
to Epiphanes 360 Talcnts of Silver, but within 
three years after, Menelaus the brother of Simon of the 
tribe of Brajamin , who bad offered to deliver the 
treaſures of the Temple to Apollonins Ruler of Phe» 
nicina ; this Menelaus for 30 talenes obteined the 
Priefthocd: Zeſorbeging fore:d to flic to the Ammo. 
nites,fromjcruſalem Antioch ns marched n— icia 
rom 
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from thence bee enter's Egypt both with land and 
ſca forces 2 hee overthrew the Captains of Ptolomie, 
ſack't Egypt» except Alexandria which held our ;

P/uſias King of B.thvnia came to Rome; when 
hee entred the Senate hee fell down and kifled the 
threſhold, calling the Fathers his Gods and Savi- 
ours, wearing a cap aftcr the manner of ſlaves ny 
mannumiled; his errand was to commend to the Se- 
nate the carc of his fon Nicomedes , whom bee 
brought to receiv education 2: bee / critioned tor 2c + 
dition of ſom rowns, which was denied him , but 
the wardſhip of his ſon was undertiken | y the Se- 
nate: Maſaniſſa was vet in favor w.th the Romans, 
in whoſe behalf;te Carthagiaians were commanded 
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to ler go all they dereined wrongfully from the 
King, andeo paie 500 talents, for hindering him ſo 
long of his due : hee fentro Rome one of his ſons 
to congrarulate the yiRtorie over Perſeus, and offcr- 
ed tro com himwſelt ro ſicrifice to Zopiter in the Ca» 
pitol; his good will was acceprted,his ſon rewarded, 
and hee deficed to Raie at Rome, 

Cotys the 1 hracian ſent to excuſe himſelf for 
aiding Perſeus, ſeeing hee wis bound to him by ho» 
ſtages, and to intreat that his ſon who was taken 
with the children of Perſeus might bee ranſomed : 
his excuſe waisrejeRed , ſering hee voluntarily 
gave hoſtages to Perſeus 7 but his ſon was ſent home 
ranſom-free, with admonicion to carrie himſelfber- 
tertowards the Romans, Perſeus ani Gentizs w:ite 
led in triumph with their children and friends, be- 
fore the charriots of «£milins and Amicins, 2nd then 
were ſent to priſon , whereas it was the nnner 
when the Triampher wert tcwards the Capitol to 
ſacrifice , that the Caprivs wire puttodeath; | ut 
P.:ſeus his life was ſpared, yet died not long after in 
priſon : rwo of h's ſons alſo died , the younger be- 
came 2 Joiner, Thus ended the Kingdom of Mace- 
don, Iving continued from the death of A'exa- 
andey till now , cightſcore years. The Triumph 
of Pau!4s exceeded in glotic and werlth that of 
Flemizias, fo great was the quantitie of Gold and 
Silver carcied by him tro the Roman treaſurie, chat 
fromth:n-e forth till the Civil wirs of Ceſar, there 
was no tribute laid on the State : but Paylzs 
his happineſs was ſerſoned with the Iſs of his

Examples of the inftabilicie, wherero 211 mortal 
aFiirs are ſubjeR ; as they teach moderation, and 
admoniſk the tranſicorie Gods of Kingdoms, not to 
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authoriſe, by wicked precedents , the evil that may 
fall on their own poltcritic ; ſodo thy neceſſarily 
make us underſtand how happie that Countrie is, 
which hath obteined a King able to conceiv and 
reach, © That God is the foreſt ani ſharpeſt ſchool- 
© maſter that can bee deviſed for fuch Kings, as 
« think this world ordeined for them , withour 
* controlmcnt to tun it upſide d.wa at their 
plcaſure, 

Great Kings and conquering Nations have been 
the ſubje&t of thoſe antient Hiſtories which bave 
been rreferved , and yer remain among us : and 
withal ſo manic Tragical PoEcs , as in the perſons 
of powerful Princes and other mightie men , have 
complaincd againſt Infidelitic, T ime, D<ftiniz, and 
moſt of all againſt the variable ſucceſs of worldly 
things and inlabilitie of fortune, Fo theif(e ups- 
dertakings , the greateſt Lo ds of tte vo ld have 
been Nirrcd up, rather by the defice of Come, which 

hageth up theair, and ſowerh in the winde ; that 
y the aff: Rion of Learig rule, which drawcih after 
it ſo much vcxation and ſo manic carcs. 

As fame hatch be'n often dangerous to the living, 
ſc is it to the dead of ro uſe at all , becauſ ſeparate 
from knowledg > which, were it otherwiſe , and the 
exereme ill bargain of buying this laſting diſcourſ, 
unde:Nood Ly tkem which are diffolved ; they therm- 
ſelvs would thn rathtr have wiſhed to have fo'n 
our of the world withournoſ, then to bce pur in 
minde that they have purchaſed the report of their 
aQions in the world, by rap as concetiing and cru* 
eltie, by giving in ſpoil the innocent and laborirg 
ſoul,co th: idle and infolent, and by having empri- 
ed the cities of the world of thcir antient inhabi- 
rants, and ftillicg th*m again with ſo manic and fo 
variable ſorts of ſorrows. 
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If wee ſcek-a reaſon of the ſuccefſion,and continu» 
ance of this boundleſs ambition in mortal men,wee 
may add, That the Kings and Princes of the world 
have alwaies laid before them the aRions but nor 
the ends of thoſe great ones which preceeded them. 
They are alwaics tranſported with the loric of the 
one, bur they never minde the milcr1e of the other; © 
mIhey Rnde the expericnce in themſclysz. The 
negled the advice of God, while they injoie life , 
erp; but they follow the <counfail of death 
won his fiſt apprache  T: is hee that's iGro man 
I!T the wiſdom of the world , without ſpeaking a 
word ; which God with a1] the words of his Law, 
promiſes, or threats doth not infule.
